EBRUARY is the birth month of the man who more 
fits any other is responsible for Moopy MontHLy

That man, of course, was D. L. Moody, whom God 
used mightily in this country and abroad—not only to 
win men to Christ, but to establish continuing organiza- 
tions to carry on God’s work.

We have heard, for example, that it was 
not uncommon for this earnest man of God to greet a 
stranger with two questions: “Are you a Christian?” 
he would ask. And then, if an affirmative answer were 
received, a second question would often follow, “What 
are you doing for the Lord?” 

We would press both questions on this anniversary of 
Moody’s birth. Are you a Christian? If so, what are you 
doing for your Lord? 

We do not believe that every man or woman can be 
a D. L. Moody. Surely the great evangelist was a man 
of singular gifts—a man with an unusual calling. But 
every man or woman, boy or girl who will yield com- 
pletely to D. L. Moody’s Saviour can be a mighty power 
for God, a channel of great blessing. 


* * * 


The story is well known how Moody while still a young 
man was challenged by the words: “The world has yet 
to see what God will do with and for and through and 
in and by the man who is fully and wholly consecrated 
to Him.” Something of the impact of this thought is re- 
flected in this brief paragraph from The Life of Dwight 
L. Moody by his son: 

“He said ‘a man,’” thought Moody; “he did not say a 
great man, nor a learned man, nor a rich man, nor a 
wise man, nor an eloquent man, nor a ‘smart’ man, but 
simply a ‘man.’ I am a man, and it lies with the man 
himself whether he will or will not make that entire and 
full consecration. I will try my utmost to be that man!” 
God is still looking for Christians who will let Him 

have their lives completely. Will you be such a one in 
the months or years which He may give you? 


Will You Be an Angel? 

“No Little Girl Can Be an Angel!” This is the headline 
over a report from the village of Hurst Green in England. 
The issue was raised when the village vicar refused per- 
mission to a recently bereaved family to erect a statue of 
an angel over the grave of their nine-year-old daughter. 
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“Neither we ourselves nor our children become angels 
when we die,” says the vicar. 

“Our little girl had been taught to believe in [angels] 
and did believe in them,” say the parents. And citizens 
of Hurst Green have signed a petition to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury pleading with him to sustain little children 
in the faith that they may become angels. 

Many readers may smile at this. And Scripture, of 
course, clearly supports the vicar in his contention. On 
the other hand, the statue of an angel at the grave of a 
child who is in the angels’ presence would not seem too 
inappropriate. 

The point to note is the obvious need for a better grasp 
of what the Scriptures teach. The Bible is a book to be 
studied as well as read. Do you know what it has to say 
on sin, on the work of Christ, on justification, the new 
birth, on worship? Too many are swept into error and 
backsliding because they do not put down roots deep in 
the Bible’s teaching. 

No better resolve for the year ahead could be made by 
the average Christian than that he will this year begin to 
master the Bible’s teaching. A Bible, a topical index or a 
good concordance are all you really need. Splendid cor- 
respondence courses may be had, however, as well as 
worthwhile books to aid you in your study. Your pastor 
will help you also, and even more important, the Holy 
Spirit will be a blessed Tutor. 

But—you must make a beginning. Will it be now? 


The Field for Foreign Tracts 

Elsewhere in this issue (p. 420) there is a striking pic- 
ture of the opportunity to reach souls for Christ in Africa’ 
through the printed word. What is true for that needy 
continent is generally true for many other mission fields 
—among them Latin America, Japan, India, Korea and 
other parts of Asia. Conditions are such that we would 
indeed do well to consider where the need for gospel lit- 
erature is greatest in 1953. 

Think for the moment of the use of tracts. The Moody 
Bible Institute publishes quantities of tracts—millions 
every year. Last year, for example, it printed more than 
a million copies alone of “Four Things God Wants You 
to Know.” (This was compiled many years ago by a 
member of the Colportage Department and is still being 
put out by many other publishers, some in foreign lands 
and foreign languages.) A similar record, although not 
quite so impressive, can be claimed for “The Way of Life 
Made Plain” by another former Colportage Department 
worker. Scores of other fine tracts are also on the depart- 
ment’s list. 

So Moody Bible Institute is strong for tracts. 

Yet it appears that in value and usefulness a few thou- 
sand foreign language tracts used in India, Japan or the 
islands of the Pacific are equal in usefulness to perhaps 
a million passed out on U.S. streets. The reason: because 
so many tracts given out in America are received with 
condescension and tossed away unread. 

True, there are stories of folks in this country who 
were brought to the Saviour in this way and we thank 
God for them, but the stories are relatively few in com- 
parison with the probably more than one hundred million 
tracts that will be distributed in the U.S. this year. Some 
of the accounts of conversions which we hear are very 
old, having taken place years ago. Many are also results 
from gospel booklets rather than the four-page pamphlets 
we like sc much. 

But in foreign lands where reading is still wonderful 
and new—and scarce—and where the gospel message is 
strange and church buildings and Christians are few, 
there the stories of tract usefulness are more frequent 
and often very glorious. Colportage representatives in 
many lands tell tales of vast crowds and outstretched 
hands—and clean streets afterward. They admit that 
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sometimes the pocketed tracts are used for cigarette 
papers or wall paper, but they contend fervently that 
most of them are read, or if the recipient is illiterate, 
taken away to be read aloud by someone who can. 

One veteran missionary in Central America says that 
90 per cent of the Christians he knows were first inter- 
ested in the gospel message by reading tracts. We believe 
this figure is too high, but we ask how this compares with 
the number of Christians you know in this country who 
have been attracted to the gospel through tracts. 

Our conclusion is not that Christians in America should 
not use tracts, but that they should send out this year at 
least a hundred million foreign tracts to the nations of 
the world, to match the hundred million that will be 
handed to more gospel-wise stateside folk along our 
church-studded streets and highways. 

With Communists printing 4,000,000,000 tracts and 
other pieces of literature this year, we do not feel that 
this is too much. 


War on Smut! 

Most readers of Moopy Montuty are probably at least 
generally aware of the great volume of suggestive, smutty 
and obscene literature—both books and magazines—in 
circulation today. Now, however, something of the extent 
and nature of this polluted stream of printed material 
has been charted by the findings of the special House 
Committee on Current Pornographic Materials, of which 
Representative E. C. Gathings is chairman. 

A more detailed report of the testimony before this 
committee appears in this month’s news on page 442. It 
is perhaps sufficient here to point out a few of the facts 
which have emerged: 

1. Quantities of suggestive and immoral literature are 
being sold, especially to children and young people. 

2. There is every reason to believe that it is contribut- 
ing largely to crime and immorality, especially among 
juveniles and young people. 

3. That the publication and sale of such literature is 
a profitable business, well erganized and entrenched. The 
industry is apparently prepared to fight if need be for 
its “right” to further muddy the stream of public moral- 
ity. 

4. It is extremely difficult to legislate successfully 
against such publications without creating laws which 
might be misused to hamper the vital principle of free- 
dom of the press. 

Checking the flow of objectionable literature presents 
a difficult problem. 

Newsstands find the sale of such publications very 
profitable. Those who are willing to forego such profits 
may be refused permission to sell other nationally known

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publications unless they agree to distribute smut material 
also. 

City administrations attempting to censor and ban ob- 
jectionable publications find that the resultant publicity 
only brings about increased under-the-counter sales. 

Postal officials have sharply limited powers, especially 
in restricting use of the mails by suggestive publications. 
An effort to deny use of the mails to Esquire magazine 
a decade ago, for example, brought a Supreme Court 
ruling that postal authorities have no right to withhold 
the second class mailing privilege from a mailable news- 
paper or periodical because it fails to meet “some stand- 
ard of worth or value or propriety.” In the event that the 
use of the mails is refused, railroads and trucks are gen- 
erally willing to ship the material. 


* * * 


Of the many proposals made at the Gathings Com- 
mittee hearings, some deserve special study. Among these 
are the suggestions that the publishing industry itself 
establish and enforce a code of decency and that U.S 
law be amended to prohibit transportation of obscene 
material across state lines by any means whatsoever. 

But the fact remains that the greatest ally of the smut 
publishing industry is public indifference—the reluctance 
of the average decent man and woman to face the facts. 
If we in this country were thoroughly aroused against 
this evil, existing laws would probably be sufficient to 
encourage law enforcement officials and to make smut 
publishers uncomfortably aware of what they are really 
doing. 

We suggest that you make it a point to write to U.S. 
Representative E. C. Gathings, House Office Building, 
Washington, D.C., expressing your interest in his com- 
mittee’s work, and that you write your own represent- 
ative and senator concerning your desire to see these 
problems solved. 

Finally, should you—as was one Moopy Montuty read- 
er—be given one of the many indecent publications, we 
suggest that before you throw it in the furnace you do one 
thing: tear off the publisher’s address and let him know 
of your disapproval. 


Which Side of the Line? 

This editorial is for the unusual reader of Moopy 
Montuity—for perhaps the one in a hundred or more 
who is not yet a Christian. So urgent is this message that 
we do not hesitate to reserve this space for the benefit 
of the few rather than the many. 

Our message is simple and easy to understand. First, 
we would remind you who have ignored or hardened 
your heart against the claims of Christ that in spite of 
all this you are precious to Him. Read between the lines 
in the parables recorded in the fifteenth chapter of Luke 
and you will see God’s love for you: you are the sheep 
that was lost, the coin for which great search was made, 
the son for whom the Father longs. 

Secondly, God through the life, death and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ has opened wide the door for you to come 
to Him. “The gift of God is eternal life,” He says. Have 
you yet claimed that gift? 

There is an invisible line between those who have re- 
ceived God’s gift and those who as yet have heard in 
vain. On which side of the line are you? “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see life: but the wrath of 
God abideth on him” (John 3:36). God is inviting you, 
urging you, striving with you to step across the line.

In they came, laughing and talking and 


rushing for seats. Could D. L. Moody win and 


hold the attention of these students—the 


most difficult audience in all England? 


in Britain, especially among the young, 
by fireworks, bonfires and the burning 
in effigy of “the Guy.” In 1882, November 
5 fell on a Sunday, and these celebra- 
tions were supposed to have been held 
over to the following day. Still a boister- 
ousness was in the very air. 

And there were other disturbing fac- 
tors. The new, vast, ugly Corn Ex- 
change, where the Sunday meetings were 


to be held, had poor acoustics and a 
hustings-like’ platform which created 
the atmosphere of a political meeting.

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Many were openly doubtful; a few were confident, but all agreed 
that Moody and Sankey were off to a difficult start in Cambridge 


were doubtful at first of these uncon- 
ventional Americans with their strong 
accents, their easy, familiar use of Scrip- 
ture, and their straightforward, simple 
services in theaters and music halls. 
Lord Shaftesbury was uneasy because 
Moody told stories “oftentimes bordering 
on the humorous, almost to the extent 
of provoking a laugh!” 

Most of the national papers were scath- 
ing—“a ranter of the most vulgar type. 
His mission appears to be to degrade 
religion to tne level of the penny gaff,”? 
was the comment of the Saturday Re- 
view. But when the evidence multiplied 
of lives transformed among the roughest 
and hardest in city underworlds, and of 
good effect on churches and chapels 
throughout the country, honest criticism 
began to wear thin. 

The climax had come with the great 
London campaign from March to July, 
1875. In London Moody showed his star- 
tling ability to reach both the highest 
and lowest. He preached in the East End 
in the early evening to the poor of the 
docks and the slums, and then drove 
across London to speak at Her Majesty’s 
opera house at nine. 

“The scene in the Haymarket,” wrote 
an eye-witness, “baffled description. It 
was literally flocked with the carriages 
of the aristocratic and plutocratic of the 
land; the struggle for admission was 
perhaps even more severe in the West 
than the East.” 

Moody and Sankey undoubtedly had 
been one of the sights of London in the 
summer of "75, a spectacle for the curious 
and a butt for the witty. Their hymns 
had been sung by errand boys and ground 
out by barrel organs; and cheap photo- 
graphs and copies of sermons, bogus and 
true, had been hawked in the streets. 
But of the two and a half million people 
who heard him in London, thousands of 
all classes had been deeply and lastingly 
touched. The Princess of Wales told an 
evangelical peer what a help Moody had 
been to her; Lord Chancellor Cairns and 
Shaftesbury, and even Gladstone and 
Matthew Arnold sat at the feet of this 
unlettered man. 

Moody at the time of his Cambridge 
meetings was of middle size, rather 
stout, with a short neck and @ massive 
chest, his face bright rather than hand- 
some, and frequently lit up with a won- 
derful smile. He was a most genial man, 
and none could doubt either his sin- 
cerity or his love. Many who went to 
hear him expected flights of tub-thump- 
ing oratory. But there was no rhetoric. 
“Perhaps his most distinguishing charac- 
teristic,” wrote Canon Hay Aitken, who 
worked with him at this time, “was a 
singular simplicity and directness of

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speech. His sermons never assumed the 
character of oration. They were straight, 
homely talks.” 

“They are calm,” adds Lord Shaftes- 
bury, “without an approach to the fa- 
natical or even the enthusiastic. They 
seem neither to terrify nor to puff up.” 
Instead there was this straight talking, 
lit with anecdotes, often more comic 
than Shaftesbury cared tq admit, but 
always to the point and backed by 
Moody’s great skill in dealing with the 
personal problems of individuals. 

And if Moody’s words brought the 
crowds to the feet of Christ, it was 
Sankey’s singing which first stirred them. 
“I am no musician,” Sankey used to say, 
and this was true in that he had no pro- 
fessional training; but the natural beauty 
of his baritone voice, with its warmth 
and reality, touched mid-Victorian hearts 
wherever he sang. The two evangelists 
thus worked together, a well-balanced 
and highly effective team. 

These, then, were the men whom the 
Cambridge Inter-collegiate Christian 
Union (CICCU) had been instrumental 
in bringing to the university that fall 
of 1882. Handley Moule. principal of 
Ridley Hall and afterward bishop of 
Durham, when asked to add his signa-

ture to the invitation, had been dis- 
turbed. Though Moody had preached 
unofficially at Eton, and though the 
West End had flocked to hear Moody 
seven years before, Moule feared that 
the university would not be reached. To 
launch the simple Americans in meetings 
before one of the most difficult and in- 
tolerant audiences in the world seemed 
to court disaster. 

J. E. K. Studd, undergraduate of Trin- 
ity, captain of Cambridge University 
cricket and president of the CICCU, 
who had proposed the invitation, thought 
differently. He knew that in 1875 the 
undergraduates (three hundred of them, 
so he believed) had tried to get Moody 
to Cambridge. If they had done so, why 
should not their successors? Nor could 
he forget how his own father, a wealthy 
retired planter, had at Moody’s touch 
left a life of selfish extravagance to de- 
vote himself to Christ almost to excess. 
If Moody could win Edward Studd at 
the age of fifty-five, he would not fail 
at Cambridge. 

Moule had signed the invitation (but 
“reluctantly”) and so had John Barton, 
vicar of Holy Trinity, and other senior 
men. It had been agreed that the mis-

the entire Bible to be undertaken in 

our country during the last two gen- 

erations, now in process of publica- 
tion, is The Interpreter’s Bible. To. ap- 
pear in twelve large volumes, it will ex- 
tend to well over ten thousand pages, or 
approximately eight million words. The 
work will be written by 146 well-known 
biblical scholars and preachers of our 
day, who, according to the Preface, “rep- 
resent the best exegetical and expository 
skill of our time.” The three volumes now 
in print are Matthew and Mark (Vol. 
7, October, 1951), Luke and John (Vol. 
8, Spring, 1952), and Volume 1 (Fall, 
1952), the last containing articles on the 
Bible and the Old Testament, with an 
exposition of Genesis and Exodus. 

The title of the work, so we learn from 
the Preface, is taken from Bunyan’s 
character, the Interpreter, appearing at 
the beginning (and end) of his Pilgrim’s 
Progress. It might be well to remind our- 
selves here of what Bunyan said about 
the Interpreter. To Christian the Inter- 
preter says: 

“Come in; I will show thee that 
which will be profitable to thee. So 
he commanded his man to light a 
candle, and bid Christian follow him: 
so he had him into a private room, and 
bid this man open a door, the which 
when he had done, Christian saw the 
picture of a very grave person hang up 
against the wall; and this was the 
fashion of it: ‘it had eyes lifted up to 
heaven, the best of books in its hand, 
the law of truth was written upon its 
lips, the world was behind its back; it 
stood as if it pleaded with men, and 
. oe of gold did hang over its

pages, or, one would judge, nearly one 
million words. It is divided into three 
parts: General Articles on the Bible, pp. 
3-174; General Articles on the Old Tes- 
tament, pp. 175-438; and the imterpreta- 
tion of the Books of Genesis and Exodus, 
pp. 439-1099. 

Thirty pages are devoted to “The For- 
mation and Transmission of the Old 
Testament,” and twenty to “The Forma- 
tion and Transmission of the New Testa- 
ment.” Professor Allen Wikgren, of the 
University of Chicago, in twenty-two 
pages has given us an excellent survey of 
the various versions of the English Bible. 
Three U. S. scholars have collaborated 
on the seventy-column “History of the 
Interpretation of the Bible,” a task that 
is very well done. The various chapters 
on the texts and ancient versions of the 
Old and New Testaments could hardly 
be improved upon in the space assigned. 

Probably the most technical article of 
all is that by Professor Norman H. 
Snaith, of Wesley College, Leeds, on 
“The Language of the Old Testament.” 
The longest separate article is by Dr. 
James Muilenburg of Union Theological 
Seminary, New York, who has written 
over 50,000 words on “The History of the 
Religion of Israel.” 

Dr. William Albright, in his usual mas- 
terly way, with a full command of all 
literature and discovery up to the hour 
of writing, has a section of eighty col- 
umns on “The Old Testament World.” 
Dr. Wright, of McCormick Seminary, 
writing on “The Faith of Israel,” has 
some important things to say on, among 
other subjects, the significance of death 
in the theology of Israel, and excellent 
paragraphs on the false prophets and 
“God's New Age.”

rial here, written by scholars, in an un- 
derstandable style, which will bring any 
reader up to date on the latest discov- 
eries in the ancient world bearing upon 
the Old Testament, and the more recent 
views of Old Testament scholars regard- 
ing the development of Israel’s religion. 
Underneath all this, however—though it 
does not necessarily show in articles de- 
voted exclusively to historical matters, 
as in the pages by Dr. Albright—there 
are currents of thought and viewpoints, 
methods of interpretation, that wili in- 
evitably work for the undermining of 
faith in the Word of God. 

What amazes me most (apart from 
one aspect of the work which will be 
mentioned later) is the position taken 
by the famous theologian, Dr. Herbert 
H. Farmer, professor of Divinity in the 
University of Cambridge, writing on 
“The Significance and Authority of the 
Bible.” Dr. Farmer has recently written 
some very important works emphasizing 
the significance of the Word of God in 
preaching. Here he seems almost to re- 
verse his former position. 

Speaking of the authority of the Bible, 
he frankly says, “The Bible makes no 
claim to such a status as our supreme 
authority,” and then goes on to insist 
that the statement of II Timothy 3:16 
“cannot be taken as such a claim.” While 
setting forth the absolute and cardinal 
significance of the incarnation of Christ 
for anyone who calls himself a Christian, 
he speaks slightingly of “a scheme of 
soteriological doctrine which every man 
must believe in order to be saved.” He 
frequently repudiates the idea of “a com- 
pletely inerrant record,” and says that 
the Gospels “cannot be accepted in detail 
as they stand,” so rejecting “the absolute 
trustworthiness of Gospel records.” 

Toward the conclusion of his article he 
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declares: “When once we have set to 
one side the infallibility of the Scriptures 
and have fully admitted that the Chris- 
tian believer or theologian in his use of 
them must be guided in the last resort 
by his own conviction of truth. we admit 
in principle the right to set to one side 
some of the biblical content.” In fact, we 
are told here that the twentieth century 
Christian should, for the sake of ac- 
curacy, cease to speak of the Scriptures 
as the Word of God! 

Before getting through this volume, we 
shall find that a great deal of the bib-

lical content is set aside. Professor 
Farmer further states that “we are not 
under obligation to accept without ques- 
tion every belief and teaching which is 
ascribed to Christ.” The writers of the 
New Testament epistles, he says, were 
seeking to express the riches given us in 
Christ, but many of the symbols which 
they use we must abandon. “We have 
good reason to think,” he declares, ‘that 
Christ’s teaching has been inadequately 
or inaccurately reported,” an example 
of which is to be seen in the New Testa- 
ment belief in demon possession. Apoc- 
alyptic ideas, he says, have distorted 
many of the reports of Christ’s messages 
given in the Gospels, so that, for in- 
stance, Mark 13 cannot be considered in 
its entirety as an authentic utterance 
of Christ. 


+ Not only is the introductory matter 
for the Book of Genesis cast in a mold 
of the nineteenth century Graf-Well- 
hausen hypothesis of late documentary 
origin, but the exegesis itself is saturated 
with this concept and the pages are lit- 
erally crowded with J, E, D, P, etc.* Ac- 
cording to this volume, J' wrote about 
1000 B.C. and J* about 900 B.C., the two 
documents being put together after the 
fall of Jerusalem; E wrote about 700 
B.C. and JE was put together in the 
sixth century. We must also attribute 
some to P and some to R and then we 
must reckon with at least two redactors, 
R’® and R’. 

Of course this utterly eliminates any 
idea of a Mosaic origin of the Penta- 
teuch. This is particularly significant 
when we remember that the greatest of 
all biblical archaeologists, Dr. William 
Foxwell Albright, an important con- 
tributor to this volume, has just this year 
given it as his verdict that the Graf- 
Wellhausen reconstruction of Israel’s 
history has been forever repudiated by 
modern archaeological discovery, and 
that many first class Old Testament 
scholars are today abandoning this very 
idea. 

The one modern author—if he may be 
called such—who dominates in the in- 
terpretation of the Book of Genesis, and 
whose name is mentioned perhaps forty 
times, is J. F. Hermann Gungel 
(1862- ). His first work on Genesis was 
published in 1900, the fifth edition ap- 
pearing in 1922. 

In 1901, Gungel did a work, translated 
the same year into English, with the 
title, The Legends of Genesis, published 


*These letter designations have reference to the 
supposed documents which, according to destructive 
higher criticism, underlie the Pentateuch. 

{The old Graf-Wellhausen hypothesis derives from 
the writings of K. H. Graf, who in 1866 published 
his epochal Die Geschichtlichen Biicher der Alten 
Testaments, and the more brilliant and_ influential 
Julius Wellhausen, especially his two _ books, 
Geschichte Israels (1878) and Die Composition des 
Hexateuchs (1889). That there is a powerful cur- 
rent now flowing in Old Testament circles against the 
Graf-Wellhausen reconstruction is not hinted at in 
this volume, but may be seen quite fully unfolded by 
one of the best Old Testament scholars of the con- 
tinent, Dr. G. Ch. Aalders, professor of Old Testa- 
ment in the Free University of Amsterdam, in his 
new and important work, A Short Introduction to 
the Pentateuch (London, 1949). 
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by the Open Court Publishing Company, 
which specialized in philosophical and 
radical literature. In fact, of the six 
works mentioned in the bibliography for 
Genesis here, three of them are German 
volumes, and none is conservative. 

Thus, this work on Genesis, advertised 
as so modern, takes its verdicts of lit- 
erary composition from a work now one 
hundred years old, and its interpretation 
of the text from another German publi- 
cation a half-century old. When in 1928 
Gungel published his work, What Re- 
mains of the Old Testament, he had 
then more remaining than remains in 
this American commentary. 


+ From beginning to end the commen- 
tary on Genesis (and much of that on 
Exodus) insists that the fundamental 
themes here are derived from early 
Babylonian myths. Thus, Genesis 1:2, 
designated an “intrusion,” is said to be 
“dependent upon a Babylonian creation 
myth,” and Genesis 1:4 is said to be “a 
somewhat subtle refinement of the 
Babylonian myth, which ascribes the 
creation of the world to the sun god 
Mardoc.” But the most astonishing 
statement of all, in this particular area, 
is in relation to the noble truth that 
God made man in His own image, when 
our author says that this also is “prob- 
ably dependent on Babylonian myth- 
ology.” 

The tracing of this early biblical lit- 
erature to Babylonian origins raises a 
number of questions. One wonders what 
literary genius these Hebrew people had 
to change this Babylonian narrative 
which, as Professor Bowie acknowledges, 
“presents a crude, dark and doubtful 
welter of force.” abandoned long ago 
by modern man as documents of his- 
torical value, into these noble, refined, 
edifying, rational narratives found in 
Genesis, which the best scholars of 
every age have believed, studied, inves- 
tigated, only to go away with superlative 
praise for their uniqueness in the liter- 
ature of the ancient world. 

It is strange that while scholars (e.g.. 
scholars in the Oriental Institute of the 
University of Chicago) continue to em- 
phasize the pre-eminence of the biblical 
harratives over all contemporary or 
earlier accounts of the creation and the 
flood, this volume refuses to make such 
an acknowledgment. Furthermore, if 
these stories were all originally Baby- 
lonian, why is it that from them did not 
ultimately appear a body of prophets, 
and finally, the Messiah himself? 

That the New Testament rests upon 
the Old Testament no one doubts, and 
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An outstanding Bible scholar points to faith-destroying 


lines of thought in a work interpreting the Word of God 


that Christ actually fulfilled the Old 
Testament prophecies, few doubt. It is 
strange that a mass of reworked Baby- 
lonian myths should ultimately bring 
forth the Messiah, and the Babylonian 
womb of mythology should not produce 
somebody of nearly equal greatness and 
glory! 


+ CLOsELY identified with this assign- 
ment of much of the Genesis material 
to Babylonian mythology is the frequent- 
ly repeated assertion that many of the 
ideas here found were taken from the 
religious life of the Canaanites, whom 
Israel found in the land upon her en- 
trance into Palestine. In fact, the first 
three chapters of Genesis are designated 


suggest any sharp difference between 
the worship of the patriarchs and the 
worship of the Canaanites.” 

Professor William A. Irwin, near the 
beginning of his long contribution on the 
Literature of the Old Testament, in 
praising the Canaanitish civilization, 
says that in it the Hebrews had “august 
guidance and the stimulus of a great and 
ancient culture when presently they set 
out themselves to create a literature that 
was to prove itself one of the greatest 
achievements of the human spirit.” And 
how did they give us such a noble lit- 
erature, so infinitely superior to the 
Babylonian myths? It was because they 
were possessed of an “inherent genius,” 
though, says our author, probably none 


of them at that time “suspected the pos- 
sibilities that lay ingermed in these un-

Laymen on Fire

HE young insurance executive stood with head bowed, waiting expectantly. He 
had poured his heart out—a simple lay testimony, but saturated with the 
Word. Now he watched for God to work. 

His youthful audience, some eighty first-time offenders who had come 
voluntarily to the afternoon service, sat in thoughtful silence. Evidence of conviction 
shone on many faces, but no one stirred. 

A plain-spoken, simple invitation, impressing Romans 10:9, 10 on the hearts of 
his hearers, had no immediate effect. The soft strains of a hymn seemed to 
charge the atmosphere, but still the boys sat in silence, though lines of conviction 
seemed to etch themselves on several faces. 

The speaker reminded his listeners that they could not leave the hall without 
making a decision. It was heaven or hell, happiness or sorrow, success or failure. 
The quiet singing continued. Still no one stirred. 

Don Mott bowed his head and prayed again, confident that God would answer 
the prayers of his quartet members and himself. As they had journeyed the more 
than 400 miles from Orlando, Fla., to the Apalachee Correctional Institution in 
northwest Florida, they had asked for twenty-five souls. 

Now they waited—the quartet members, J. D. Peck, Ossie Clerico, Tom Vickers 
and Robert Johnson—assured in their hearts that God would give the increase. 
They prayed as never before. 

Breaking the awful silence that had followed the invitation, one of the boys— 
unashamed of his tears—made his way slowly to the front of the hall. He gripped 
Mott’s hand, confessed Jesus Christ as Lord and Saviour of his life and stood facing 
the other boys. 

Mott, youthful but zealous chairman of the Christian Business Men’s Committee 
of Orlando, repeated his simple invitation. Another boy went forward. Then another. 
The Holy Spirit’s presence became like a convicting pall over unbelievers and like 
a sweet savor to those who named the name of Christ. 

Tear-stained faces became more evident as first one, then another of the boys 
went forward. Now they went in pairs, then several at a time. Finally, all but 
fifteen or twenty of them stood at the front of the hall. Mott and the quartet 
members counseled with them, rejoicing in the Lord’s goodness. 

Within a few days, several of the youthful converts asked Paul J. Eubanks, 
superintendent of the institution, if they might start a Bible class. Meanwhile, other 
boys had followed the example of their buddies, too, and had accepted Christ. 

Said Superintendent Eubanks: “We were thrilled at the response and interest 
indicated. This interest is continuing to grow.” 

Again, the effective testimony of laymen—whose hearts and lives the Lord has 
touched—had borne fruit to His glory. 
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Dear Pastor: 

I, along with you, am concerned that you have lost the 
services of Dick , your music director. I have delayed 
answering your letter, hoping that I could suggest a replace- 
ment, but as usual—and I get a letter like yours almost every 
week—I know of no one who is at present available. There 
just are not enough young people training for a ministry of 
music to supply the.increasing demand; and many who have 
been trained are doing as you tell me Dick has done—serving 
in that capacity for a short while and then moving on to 
some other type of Christian service. 

You sound surprised that Dick has left a ministry of music 
for a work in a small pastorate; I suppose you might well 
be, since his training is in music and not in preaching. But 
we hear the same story over and over again. We discover 
that many of the young people who have trained for full- 
time service in church music actually seem to regard such a 
ministry as temporary, and that they eventually enter other 
forms of Christian service for which they have far less prepa- 
ration. Lately I’ve tried to analyze the situations which come 
regularly to my attention, and to discover why this happens. 


+ I think in Dick’s case, his failure was that he did not have 
enough training to equip him properly for all the needs of 
church music administration. Even a four-year music major 
in a secular college or conservatory does not fully meet the 
need of a musician who expects to serve in our Bible- 
believing churches. 

Our Christian schools recognize that there must also be 
training in Bible, Christian education, and other religious 
subjects for anyone who is called to Christian service. How- 
ever, if the time necessary for these other related subjects is 
gained at the expense of the music curriculum, it is under- 
standable that a student would find himself inadequately

prepared for the duties of a director of music, apart from 
further specialized training. 

Knowing Dick’s background, we encouraged him to go on 
with his study at the university in your city. Evidently he 
felt it was not really necessary, or else he got so tied up with 
responsibilities in his own home or in the church that further 
schooling seemed impossible. 

But the artistic conscience must be fed as regularly as the 
spiritual, if we are not to become stagnant and sterile. It 
seems evident to me that after two years of service Dick 
discovered that he was no farther advanced in musical vision 
or in efficient use of the tools of music. Possibly he became 
so discouraged about his own ability that he doubted his 
calling to the ministry of music, and consequently moved 
on to another field. 


+I have seen other young people enter upon a music 
ministry with wrong attitudes and as a result come to ex- 
perience the same grave doubts about their calling. Their 
training was thorough and excellent; they were acquainted 
with all the best in hymnody and choral repertoire; they had 
a good background in choir organization and administration. 
Yet there was failure—distressing failure—because they did 
not realize that the music of a church should represent the 
worship and the testimony of the individuals within that 
church. 

Without doubt most evangelical churches should rethink 
the whole matter of the place of music in their worship. 
But the incoming music director should begin where the 
people are, in order to help them express their worship and 
their testimony. Little by little he can seek to elevate their 
tastes to that which is more spiritual and more worthy. Some 
of our schools have failed to prepare their music graduates 
for such a program of worship education. In fact, they have 
taught the young musicians that beginning on the level of 
the congregation is really compromise, and that there is no 
possibility of compromise in art!

A frank but sympathetic discussion 


of problems which may prove to be 


a trouble spot for your church 


+ I know that this has never been true in your ministry, 
but many potentially fine music directors have been lost in 
the murky atmosphere of human relations. Isn’t it a sad 
commentary on Christian love and ethics that many of God’s 
children cannot work together unselfishly in His service? 

I'll have to admit that many musicians fail to realize that 
there must be co-operation between all members of a church 
team. True, the pastor is in a sense the captain of the 
team. But the wise pastor will recognize that any musician 
“worthy of his calling” must be allowed to administer the 
music program of the church without undue dictation or 
interference. 

Dr. H. B. Prince of Minneapolis once said to me, “Of the 
potential attendants at any church, 50 per cent will come 
simply because of their devotion to the Lord’s work and to 
their own particular church home; another 25 per cent will 
attend because of the successful ministry of the pastor; the 
remaining 25 per cent will be attracted by a spiritual and 
live ministry of music.” I could wish that this long-range 
vision were shared by many other pastors. 


+ FINALLY, I am sure that many young musicians have left 
church music as a calling because they have come to feel 
that theirs is not really a ministry. One such director com- 
plained to me that he felt he had to compete with the week- 
night youth rally of his city in providing entertainment for 
Christians. As a result, his own outlook had degenerated to 
the point that he seemed to be dealing with things which 
were not at all of spiritual importance. Each successive Sun- 
day he felt he had to provide something novel and startling 
to satisfy the appetites of the congregation. 

His pastor encouraged him to believe that the only real 
purpose of. the musical portion of the service was to get the 
people “into the right frame of mind” for the reception ‘of 
the gospel message. He came to feel that the ministry of 
music was merely a sideline—part of the “preliminaries” of 
the service. He was a consecrated and gifted young man, 
but the kind of musical programs he saw himself carrying 
on was not worthy of his time or the talents which the Lord 
had given him. After all, he wanted to minister, not to 
entertain! 

I am sure that we in the schools are partly to blame. 
Many of us as faculty and students seem to think that one 
calling is more worthy than another—that a preaching or 
evangelistic ministry is more spiritual and therefore more 
pleasing to the Lord than other “less-direct’” avenues of 
Christian service. We tend to think that students in the 
music departments cannot be as spiritually minded as those 
in the fields of Bible or theology. 

True, we have been educated to understand that an aviator, 
a nurse or a teacher who serves on the foreign field is cer- 
tainly in “full-time” Christian service. Even a musician 
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who gives himself to broadcasting over missionary stations 
in Ecuador, in the Philippines, in Japan or in Africa is 
serving the Lord in a worthy way; but often we do not feel 
that the same importance or worthiness is attached to a 
ministry of music in the local church. 

By the way, here’s a sermon outline which you probably 
have never used. Colossians 3:16 teaches us that proper 
church music is intellectual in its character (“in all wisdom 
teaching”), moral in its tendency (“and admonishing one 
another in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs”), and 
joyous in its effects (“and singing with grace in your hearts 
to the Lord.) Is such a calling not worthy of full-time, 
permanent service? 


+ You ask for suggestions as to finding and keeping the right 
sort of man for your music ministry. First of all I would urge 
you to try to find a young person with as much and as broad 
training in music as possible. It takes more “know how” and 
ingenuity to coax worthy music out of untrained singers 
than out of professionals. 

If possible, try to let your man major in music even 
though he must also assume duties in other fields. Then en- 
courage him to continue his training—to attend music 
courses in the local schools and to participate in the music 
conferences which are beginning to be held all over our 
country. To fail to go forward in achievement, you know, is 
to slide backward. 

Before you engage your next director, have a long talk 
with him to be sure that you agree with his standards of 
music and of worship, his attitudes with regard to ethics in 
church relationships and his methods in administering the 
music work of the church. Once he has been engaged and you 
are satisfied that these conceptions are in agreement with 
your own, let him do his job without undue interference or 
“coaching.” Make him as responsible as you can. Above all, 
help him realize that his is a large part of the soul-saving, 
teaching and comforting ministry of the church; that it is 
second only in importance to the preaching from the pulpit, 
and that it is absolutely indispensable in a well-rounded 
church program. 

If young people who are endowed with musical talent are 
helped to see that they can minister in a unique way to 
people’s needs, provided that talent is consecrated to God’s 
service, there should soon be an end to the shortage of pre- 
pared musicians to fill the need in your church and in many 
others.

and still there was a mistake! Surely 

Dr. Miller couldn’t expect him to try 

again! Malam Hasan’s bronze face 
pictured dismay and resentment. He was 
a beautiful writer, but his patience did 
not equal the quality of his work. 

The converted Moslem teacher and Dr. 
Walter Miller, the Anglican mission doc- 
tor in Zaria, Nigeria, were laboring over 
a translation of the Gospel of John. The 
missionary, pale and gaunt, looked at the 
slightly smudged copy and shook his 
head. He had no great knowledge of 
Arabic or Aljami, but he did know that 
erasures, markings and corrections, even 
if neatly done, made these pages unac- 
ceptable for photographing and combin- 
ing into one flawless book. 

“Suppose I try my hand?” he offered, 
with a twinkle in his tired blue eyes. 

Malam Hasan shrugged his shoulders. 
but looked unhappy. Hadn’t he written 
the whole Koran from memory more 
than once? Why could he not copy this 
little book to suit the fussy white man? 

Dr. Miller did not find his task easy. 
Every letter, every vowel mark, and 
every stop must be correct at the first

attempt. Otherwise a new beginning 
must be made on another sheet. In spite 
of difficulties, however, the patient mis- 
sionary finally produced a perfect page. 
The situation was saved and Malam 
Hasan’s usual good humor restored. He 
again took up the pen, with a twinkle 
in his own eyes now, as he said, “If you 
can do it, I’m sure I can!” 

Eventually the work was finished and 
the sheets photographed by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. Since then 
this beautiful Gospel of John in Aljami,* 
produced at great expense, has been 
widely read by Hausa Moslems who 
would never have consented to read it 
in other script. It has even found its 
way across the Sahara Desert into Mos- 
lem homes on the Mediterranean coast. 


+ But at best—and in spite of self-sac- 
rificing work on the part of some—all 
too little has been done during the past 
half century of enlightenment to provide 
Christian reading material for Africans.

Today these people are devouring the 
comparatively abundant Communistic, 
atheistic and dangerously deceptive re- 
ligious matter being offered them. all 
because of the dearth of good wholesome 
fare. 

For Africans are hungry to read. Old 
men finger the written word wistfully. 
Women regard it with awe. Children 
crowd around one ragged primer and 
learn to read as well from one angle as 
another. 

The desire to see the African people 
win the fight against ignorance has re- 
cently been expressed by Malam Bello 
Kano, Northern Minister for Commu- 
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nity Development under the new polit- 
ical regime in Nigeria. 
Of all the ways to obtain useful knowl- 


' edge, Malam Bello has told his people, 
| the ability to read and write is the most 


important. He want; to make it possible 
for instruction to be given throughout 
the North so that in four or five years 
there will not be a single person there 
who has not had the opportunity of 
learning. 

“People can now be taught to read and 
write their native language in a very 
short time indeed—only four months,” 
he pointed out in a recent broadcast. 

“But it is not enough,” he has also 
said, “for people to learn how to read 
and ‘write. They must also be able to find 
books to read and paper to write on. So 
we intend to produce more simply writ- 
ten material—in Tiv and Kanuri and 
other languages as well as Hausa and 
English—which will be clearly printed 
so that it will not be difficult to read. 
We hope that a printing press will be 
set up in each province so that local 
news sheets can be produced for people 
to read about what is going on around 
them. 


+ THis statement reflects the attitude of 
many government officials. The problem 
of literacy is being attacked, and there 
is a great desire on the part of the peo- 
ple to read, but efforts on the part of 
evangelical Christians must be greatly 
increased—especially in the homeland— 
if we are to seize this opportunity. “If 
we had now the funds one church in the 
homelands would spend to erect a new 
building for its 200 or 300 members, we 
could influence two-thirds of this vast 
continent for Christ,” a spokesman for 
one African literature work wrote re- 
cently. “And yet we have to say, ‘Sorry, 
we can do nothing until Christians at 
home awaken to this opportunity.’” 

Hundreds of Christian missionaries 
are preaching the _ gospel, teaching 
schools, healing the sick and trekking 
over burning sands through scrubby 
bush to tell the Sudanese of God’s love, 
but extremely few are engaged in Chris- 
tian journalism, writing books or tracts, 
translating from the treasury of the 
West or preparing literature to feed 
hungry souls. Unless additional steps are 
taken soon, the newly literate throngs 
will be stuffing themselves with dry 
husks, washed down with Communism’s 
dregs of poison. 

Why is it that more is not being done 
in using the printed word? One reason, 
of course, is the need for funds. Another 
lies in the fact that only the seasoned 
missionary, already burdened with a 
multitude of obligations, is in a position 
to do translation work. 

The two pioneers who have done the 
most for the Hausa people in a literary 
way were both medical missionaries. One 
of these was Dr. Miller of the Church 
Missionary Society, whose patience was 
largely responsible for the Gospel of 
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Workers in the Africa Inland Mission's Gospel press printing plant at Kijabe 
set type for Christian literature which will be distributed throughout East Africa 


John in Aljami already mentioned. The 
other was Dr. Andrew P. Stirrett of the 
Sudan Interior Mission. Dr. Stirrett went 
to be with the Lord in 1948, while Dr. 
Miller followed in August of last year. 


+ THE two doctors settled in different 
parts of Nigeria at the beginning of the 
century. In the years that followed both 
men saw their colleagues either taken by 
death or sent home invalids, but these 
lone bachelors overcame all obstacles 
and mastered the Hausa language. Their 
greatest burden was to get the Word 
of God to the twenty million, or so 
Hausa-speaking people. Both men were 
in their eighties before they laid this 
burden down. 

While giving themselves to the work 
of translation, these early missionaries 
did not neglect their regular missionary 
work. Dr. Stirrett often sat up until 
after midnight to finish a verse or chap- 
ter, rose for devotions at four o’clock, 
then conducted a sunrise prayer meeting 
for Africans. 

A hurried breakfast of guinea corn 
porridge and bananas was followed by 
his medical work, and that by an open- 
air service in the great market place at 
Jos. All this had to be done, and often 
much more before he was free to sit 
down at his little folding table, with its 
rough stones for paper weights, which 
saved the precious pages from the Sa- 
hara’s winds. 

Dr. Miller began translating the Bible 
into Hausa before he reached Nigeria, 
for he studied the language in Tripoli 
from 1898 to 1900. It was in that more 
favorable climate that he began the task 
that took him, laboring with others, 
thirty-five years to complete. 

“I had building work constantly on 
my hands,” he recalls, “was accountant 
for the mission, had to run a dispensary, 
take most of the services in the church 
on Sunday and other days. Besides my 
housekeeping, itineration in the villages 
and constant visiting in the town, I had 
to wedge in what time I could in the 
intervals between school to meet my

Hausa colleagues for the work of draft- 
ing a translation.” 

One wonders how the great task was 
ever accomplished. 

There is a wistful longing in the last 
printed words of Dr. Miller, found in a 
little secular newspaper published a few 
months ago. “Past is the weariness from 
heat,” he writes, “the sleepless nights, 
and often grilling days. Remains the 
heartache for work unfinished; and the 
unquenchable longing to see the fruition 
of all to which life was dedicated, but 
which still seems so distant.” 

His life had been devoted to giving 
“the unsearchable riches of Christ” to 
those who were destitute; and to writ- 
ing the vision and making it plain “upon

Christ. While Romans explains the method of salvation 

and Galatians the condition, Hebrew says: “This salva- 

tion is final; there is no other.” Romans coaxes its readers 
to study the plan of salvation; Galatians urges them to believe 
it; Hebrews warns them never to depart from it. Romans says: 
“This is how it’s done”; Galatians, “This is how you get it”; 
and Hebrews, “If you reject it, there’s nothing left but judg- 
ment and fiery indignation.” 

Someone has suggested ‘better’ as the key word of Hebrews. 
If there is value in repetition, perhaps this should be the key 
word of the book. What God offers in Christ, however, is not 
merely better than Judaism, but the best His mind can devise, 
hence perfect. 

Chapters 1 through 7 describe a perfect Saviour. In chapter 
1 He is Deity, making perfect salvation certain; in chapter 2 
He is humanity, making perfect salvation possible. In chapter 
5 this God-Man is appointed by the Father to represent men 
as their High Priest. Thus He is qualified by essential nature 
(Deity), by sympathetic identity (humanity), and by divine 
appointment (High Priest) to represent men. Can a Saviour 
who meets these qualifications be improved or surpassed? 

In chapters 8 and 9 the perfect place is presented to us, the 
place in which the Saviour now continues His work of inter- 
cession. That place is heaven, of which the earthly tabernacle 
(and temple) were only shadows. 

In chapter 10 the perfect Saviour, in a perfect place, offers a 
perfect sacrifice to His Father on behalf of sinful man. The 
sacrifice is perfect because the God-Man’s blood is sinless 
blood, which guarantees acceptance and which, when applied 
to the throne in the true sanctuary, transforms it into a mercy 
seat within reach of every needy sinner.

It enables us to select our staff far 
enough in advance so that teachers and 
superintendents are willing and able to 
fit in their vacation plans with our VBS 
program. It gives our volunteer workers 
sufficient time to prepare so that they 
can begin their work with confidence. 

Last year’s school—the most successful 
we have yet had during my pastorate in 
Union—got under way in March when 
we approached Mrs. J. D. Carter with the 
request that she again serve as VBS 
director. Upon her acceptance, we then 
chose a secretary and departmental su- 
perintendents. These selections were fol- 
lowed by a superintendents’ meeting at 
which teachers were chosen for each de- 
partment. Dates for departmental work- 
ers’ meetings were also set. During the 
weeks that followed, the staff of each 
department met from three to six times, 
planning its work thoroughly and care- 
fully. 

Supplementing the various depart- 
mental conferences were two general 
meetings of teachers and officers. At the 
first of these, on May 9, we allowed time 
for everyone to get better acquainted. 
Overall plans and policies were also 
formulated, after which teachers met in 
departmental groups before refreshments 
were served. Again on June 13, a few 
days before the school was to open, a 
second general meeting was held, when 
plans were reviewed and final arrange- 
ments made for the opening day. 


+ Like most churches, we encountered 
special problems. One was lack of space. 
This was eventually solved through the 
help of the Boy Scouts, who provided a 
20 by 20 foot tent for our junior depart- 
ment and a 16 by 16 foot tent for our 
Junior-Hi’s. The night they were erected, 
a 70-mile-an-hour wind was forecast, 
but God saw to it that the wind never 
developed. 

City officials co-operated by granting 
us permission to put up the tents and by 
permitting us to block off a street for 
playtime. They also provided a police 
escort for our parade the day before the

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Homecoming Hayride 
A story of God at Work

the beginning. 
It is just a matter of a few short weeks since I came to be shepherd 
of souls in this part of God’s kingdom. I suppose the most difficult sermon 
I have preached in my ministry so far came on the Sunday of our fare- 
well in St. Paul. And it was natural, I presume, in the first lonely days that 
followed our coming here where almost everything and everybody were new, 
to wonder just why God should call us away from the work and the people 
we loved in our city parish, to work for Him in Blooming Prairie. After last 
night, and after a few other talks I’ve had with our young people, I think 
I’m beginning to know the answer. 

I believe I am humble enough to admit that I’m not the only pastor who 
can fill the shoes of those who have gone before. And yet I am confident 
enough to believe that God has been the reason for our coming here, and 
that, God helping me, I can be something of a guiding shepherd to the 
young people, as well as the older folks, in the First Lutheran Church. For 
they are beginning to ask, some of them for the first time, life’s greatest 
and deepest questions. 

Last night Grandma Ulland, who lives down the road from the church in 
the country, opened her home—and her heart—to the young people, more 
than fifty of them, in one of the happiest nights of their lives. 

It was the night of the high school’s homecoming dance. Two of the 
five candidates for homecoming queen, members of our Luther League, were 
defeated in the final balloting. (Who would want a queen who had an- 
nounced her intention not to attend the dance?) They came to the hayride 
instead—their absence from the homecoming festivity history-making in 
itself, I’m told—and what a hayride we had. Two hayracks full! 

I was just ready to leave, when a girl came up excitedly, took me by the 
hand and spirited me away—and if you could have seen me running in my 
high-top boots, my feet getting in the way of me, you would have laughed, 
I’m sure. But if you could have gone with me around the corner of the 
house, you would have stopped laughing. For there in this little group was 
a girl who had accepted Jesus Christ as her forgiving Saviour; who knew 
that her life did not measure up to what Christ expected; who knew that 
there was something higher and holier to live for than what she had known. 
And she met and received Jesus Christ for the Saviour He is! 

Now, I don’t suppose that any two people meet Christ in quite the same 
way. But here was one girl, out alone with God and her friends in the night. 
under the canopy of the starlit heaven, who, through the work of God’s 
Spirit and the quiet and winsome persuasion of her friends, had made the 
most important decision of her life. 

The sun rose brighter for Joanne this morning because she knew the 
joy of a new-found Saviour’s fellowship—and at Lena Ulland’s home this 
morning there is ground that was hallowed last night by the feet of young 
people, singing the songs of faith, sharing the Scriptures; ground hallowed 
by the tears of eyes and hearts that were seeking God. 

And so I rose this morning at six to write a sermonic postscript about the 
things that are happening in our town these days. God is visiting us with 
concern about our soul’s relationship to Him. And I’m looking to see, before 
long, the concern and enthusiasm of young faith overfiow into older hearts, 
in renewed consecration to the challenge of Jesus for total surrender and 
unreserved allegiance. Then shall we say, as did those who saw what Jesus 
did, “God is working here.”

school opened, and placed a “Slow— 
School” sign in the street in front of the 
church while our vacation Bible school 
was in session. 

In making our plans we did not forget 
the special needs and problems of our 
teachers and superintendents. Arrange- 
ments were made for a nursery super- 
visor to take care of staff members’ small 
children during schooltime. We also pro- 
vided mid-morning refreshments for staff 
members during the children’s recess. 
This proved very helpful. 


+ Our school, though not the largest, 
was the finest I have seen. Some 216 
children were enrolled, along with 31 
teachers and officers, with 15 per cent 
coming from Roman Catholic and Jewish 
families. Out of the total enrollment of 
247 children and workers, 108 were from 
outside our church. 

Our demonstration program was out- 
standing, with 350 present in a church 
which seats 185. Offerings during the 
school and at the program more than 
covered our expenses, which totaled $215. 
Of course the finest and most heart- 
warming result was the decision of the 
young people already mentioned, to trust 
Christ as their personal Saviour. 

We rejoice in God’s goodness, and are 
looking to Him to make our school this 
year even more effective. And we realize 
that our part will begin very soon once 
again in early and careful planning.

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The Gutenberg Stamp 


N September 30, 1952, the United States government 
O issued an attractive three-cent stamp celebrating the 
five-hundredth anniversary, so the legend reads, “of the 
printing of the first book, the Holy Bible, from movable type, 
by Johann Gutenberg.” To the left of this legend is a vignette 
of a scene in the famous printer’s shop, depicting Gutenberg 
showing a proof of some of the folio pages to the elector of 
Mainz. The issuing of this stamp gave birth to considerable 
literature on the matter of the Bible on postage stamps, only 
a fragment of which can be mentioned here. 

First of all, for the actual data on the stamp, the best 
article is by Gerald D. McDonald, “The New Gutenberg 
Postage Stamp,” in the Bulletin of the New York Public 
Library, September, 1952, pp. 435-439. Two excellent articles 
on the Bible on stamps are those by Arthur Bruce Moss in 
The Weekly Philatelic Gossip, September 27, 1952, pp. 108-109, 
and by Frank H. Benjert in Religion on Stamps, published by 
the American Topical Association, 3306 N. 50th Street, Mil- 
waukee 16, Wis., pp. 17-18. There is also an article in Columbia, 
the official organ of the Knights of Columbus, for September, 
1952. 

This is the second time that the Bible has appeared on a 
United States stamp. The first instance was an issue of 1939 
commemorating the sesquicentennial of the inauguration of 
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George Washington, and pictured Washington taking his oath 
of office on the Bible. 

In giving some attention to this subject, I was surprised 
to discover how many countries have issued stamps, especially 
in the twentieth century, on which a Bible is depicted. Brazil 
had one in 1951, showing a map and an open Bible, to publicize 
the Day of the Bible. Bulgaria issued one in 1937 in the mil- 
lenary anniversary of the completion of the Bible by St. Cyril 
in A.D. 937. Czechoslovakia did one in 1935. As far back as 
1879, the Dominican Republic issued a stamp with the Bible 
appearing in its coat of arms, and again in 1899. 

Finland had one in 1942 in the celebration of the tercenten- 
ary of the first Bible printed in that language in 1642, and 
again in 1948, commemorating the four-hundredth anniversary 
of the publication of the Finnish translation of the New Testa- 
ment by Mikael Agricola. In 1939 Hungary issued a special 
stamp celebrating the translation of the Bible into Hungarian, 
and again in 1948, honoring Gutenberg. 

Italy has had a number of stamps on which the Bible was 
depicted, the most significant being that of 1934 in com- 
memoration of the tenth anniversary of the annexation of 
Fiume. Sweden issued one in 1941 in celebration of the four- 
hundredth anniversary of the Authorized Version of the Bible 
in that language, and the Vatican City had one in 1936 in 
commemoration of the Catholic Peace Conference. 

The Christian Century had a very sharp but justified edi- 
torial notice of this recent Gutenberg stamp, from which, 
with permission, I quote the following: 

How did Archbishop Adolf of Mainz get his portrait on 
the U.S. postage stamp issued to commemorate the five- 
hundredth anniversary of the invention of printing? How 
indeed unless somebody was more interested in getting a 
prelate’s face on a U.S. stamp than in an accurate portrayal 
of the history of printing? Although every scrap of docu- 
mentary evidence about early printing and the life of Guten- 
berg has been gone over by experts for nearly two hundred 
years, none of these diligent specialists ever discovered that 
Archbishop Adolf did a thing to help the struggling printer 
in his creative years or was in any sense whatever his patron 
or benefactor. That discovery was reserved for a Roman 
Catholic priest, Father Horn, who is introduced not as an 
expert on Gutenberg and incunabula, but as “one of the 
nation’s outstanding authorities on religious stamps.” His 
grand find was made just in time for this commemorative 
issue. 


A Further Word on the World 
Council and Christ's Return 


gon time ago (July, 1952) I included in this department 
an account of a discussion within the World Council of 
Churches regarding the great truth of the second advent of 
our Lord as the theme of the Second Assembly of the World 
Council of Churches, to meet in Evanston, Il., in the summer 
of 1954. The initial report provoked an enormous amount of 
discussion, some of it very bitter and antagonistic to the very 
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idea of calling the second advent of our Lord “the only hope 
of the Church.” 

Since that time, a second report of the Advisory Commis- 
sion has been issued by the New York office of the council 
(156 Fifth Avenue, New York 10). This is a very carefully 
constructed document of twenty-six pages, the result of a 
second meeting of the commission at the Ecumenical In- 
stitute at Bossey in the first week of September, 1952. Twenty 
commissioners were present, fifteen of whom had been present 
in the first meeting. The report significantly begins with the 
following words: 


In such a time as this, the Church of Jesus Christ cannot 
but speak of hope. He is our hope, and as we have our hope 
in Him, we are bound to proclaim that hope to the world. 
This is the fundamental reason for the choice of this theme. 


One of the commendable things about this report is that 
Scripture passages are actually quoted—most interesting in a 
commission report, which generally talks about everything 
but the Word of God. Thus, after quoting I Peter 1:3, the 
report goes on to say: 


This means that a description of the Christian life which 
neglects its orientation towards the future is totally in- 
adequate. The Holy Spirit, in whose fellowship the Christian 
life is lived, is the Spirit of promise. He is the token and 
earnest of our inheritance. And because He is with us, the 
powers of the New Age work among us. The Christian life 
is grounded in what God has accomplished in Jesus Christ, 
but it awaits the final unveiling of this accomplishment. 


After quoting Hebrews 2:17, the report comments: 


When we say that Christ is risen, we must say also that 
Christ will return; for to affirm His Lordship is also to 
affirm that the Lordship will be finally made manifest. But 
such a statement becomes cold and formal when it is not 
made clear that this Christ of whom we speak is He who was 
crucified for us. Part of our inability to speak convincingly 
of the Christian hope is the result of our isolation from 
this world in which He suffered and for which He died. 


Incidently, this leafiet brings out something I had never 
heard before, namely, that the phrase “second coming” is not 
in current use in many languages. The reason, of course, is 
that others do not have such a truth as the return of the 
Redeemer, for indeed, they do not even have a redeemer. 

Under the heading, “The New Age in History,” these com- 
missioners well say that with the advent, death and resur- 
rection of our Lord began “a new creation, a new beginning 
for humanity, a new perspective for individual and social life, 
a new source of meaning for history, and a new promise of 
glorious fulfillment even beyond the history of earth.” They 
continue: 


In Christ, mankind was brought under judgment in a new 
way; for the judgment of God’s self-disclosure in sacrificial 
love is more searching than any other judgment men have 
known. In Christ, at the same time, faithful men and women 
found new depths of mercy and forgiveness, and new guid- 
ance and power for life in the midst of the world’s bewilder- 
ing and often tragic struggles. In Christ they were given new 
hope, not for escape from the world, but for a share in His 
victory over the powers of evil in the world and in their own 
lives—a participation that is real, though not completed, 
here and now... 


Here is a frank confession that “demonic forces—deeply 
ingrained and powerfully operating manifestations of cor- 
porate evil, often beyond our understanding or control— 
bedevil the whole course of earthly history.” 

The third section of the report is entitled, “The Christian 
Hope and the Utopias of Today,” where the three most power- 
ful utopian hopes of our time are given as Stalinism, Scien- 
tific Humanism, and Democratic Utopianism. In summary we 
read: 


So in different ways in all three utopianisms, we encounter 
the power of the demonic in human life, the ease with which 
men assume a status and a posture under the sun which 
does not belong to them, and if not in one way, then in 
— destroy their very manhood and that of their 
ellows. 


There are expressions here about a warless world, inter- 
national peace, and a world Church which many of us cannot 
accept, but certainly on the whole this document is true to 
the Holy Scriptures, and a challenge indeed from an un- 
expected quarter for the Church to renew its faith in the 
return of our Lord. 
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The Latest Statistics 
on the State of Israel 


cy Israel Office of Information a few months ago issued 
a very important four-page statement entitled, “Israel's 
Natural Resources the Negev’s Rich Potential,” in which some 
facts are set forth that I have not seen with the same fullness, 
except in a speculative way, in any other publication. By the 
word Negev they mean the Negeb, which is the southern part 
of Palestine, below Hebron for the most part. 

The various paragraphs concern the mining of phosphate 
rock, clay and glass sand, copper and manganese, iron ores, 
mica and feldspar, concluding with an extended reference to 
the mineral deposits of the Dead Sea. This is the first time 
I have seen the following close estimate of this vast wealth: 


Potassium Chloride (KC,).......... 2,000 million metric tons 


Magnesium Bromide (MgBr,).... 980 - ? ‘i 
Sodium Chloride (NaC)).............. 11,000 “5 ? Ee 
Magnesium Chloride (MgCl.) ....22,000 a - 
Calcium Chloride (CaCle) ...... ae 6,000 - ‘3 ¥ 


From a valuable pamphlet, State of Israel, Facts and 
Figures, 1952, published by the same organization, I draw the 
following statistics: 

Population of Palestine as of December 31, 1951—Jews, 
1,405,000; non-Jews, 173,000. Of the non-Jewish population, 
120,000 are Moslems, 38,000 Christians, and 15,000 Druze. The 
Jewish population in Israel in 1918 was 56,000. 

In the report on cultural life, the various political parties 
in the State of Israel are given, and because this is going to 
be an increasingly important factor in the new state, and we 
shall no doubt be hearing a great deal about it on the air and 
through our newspapers, the following information might be 
interesting to many of my readers—I am not giving all the 
political parties: 


Mapai (Israel Labor Party) defines itself as “a Zionist So- 
cialist Party aiming at the ingathering of the Jewish people 
from the Diaspora, the upbuilding of the State of Israel, 
and a socialist regime founded on spiritual and political 
freedom. Its internal policy stands for democracy, and a 
state-planned economy based on the development of the 
co-operative sector in co-ordination with the development 
of constructive private enterprises. Its foreign policy stands 
for non-identification with any bloc and is based on the 
strengthening of the political and moral authority of the 
United Nations organization.” 

Hapoel Hamizrahi (Mizrahi workers) platform states, “Both 
the laws and the planned development of the state must be 
based on the Torah. The party stands for the social and 
economic equality of men and women, but demands strict 
observance of the laws of personal status contained in the 
Torah. The party also stands for unlimited immigration, 
maximum development of Israel’s agriculture and equal 
treatment of the private and co-operative economic sectors.” 


Agudat Israel Party platform states, “The party stands for 
the strictest observance of the Torah in the administration 
of the state, with jurisdiction entrusted to rabbinical au- 
thorities. The party demands the speeding up of the in- 
gathering of the exiles, the opening up of the country to 
private investment, and state control of the Labor Ex- 
changes and the Sick Funds.” 


The Mizrahi Party platform states, “The party demands that 
legislation be based on Jewish jurisprudence and that the 
cultural climate of the country be determined by the tradi- 
tion of the Torah. The party stands for private enterprise 
and competition, and for health, unemployment and old age 
insurance.” 

Poalei Agudat Israel (Agudat Israel Workers’) Party platform 
states, “No legal code other than that of the Torah is 
acceptable for the State of Israel. An eight-hour work day, 
fair wages, adequate protection against the exploitation of 
workers and full employment are to be safeguarded. The 
party opposes the formal equality of men and women.” 


Sephardic and Oriental Communities Party program states, 
“The party represents the special interests of the Sephardic 
community in Israel, and will co-operate in the Knesset 
with the General Zionists. The party further demands a 
uniform state education system based on the Torah.” 


The total amount of development expenditure in Israel in 
the last three years has been $520,000,000. During the same 
period of time, January, 1949, to November, 1951, the amount 
of imports by Israel in foreign currency totaled $830,000,000. 

The National Jewish Post reports that in a recent visit to 
the city of Boston, the mayor of Jerusalem, Mr. Schlomo Z. 
Schragai, spoke of plans now maturing for a beautiful ten 
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thousand-capacity “central world synagogue” in Jerusalem, 
“for the mutual worship of orthodox, conservative, and re- 
formed.” Already $500,000 has been offered by the Mazor 
family of New York, to pay for a Holy Ark for the synagogue. 

In the July 4, 1952, issue of Israel Speaks is a remarkable 
article, written from Tel Aviv, regarding the revival of the 
ancient Hebrew herbalist craft. It begins as follows: 


Legend has it that when the second temple was being 
built, the Levites searched far and wide for specialists in 
the mixing of incense and fine-smelling herbs, most of 
whom had been killed or driven away after the destruction 
of the first temple sixty years before. Finally one woman, 
skilled in the traditional art, was found, living in a village 
called Mazor. Today Mazor is a village about ten miles from 
modern Tel Aviv, occupied mainly by new immigrants, one 
of whom is seeking, with his neighbors’ help, to restore it 
as a center of the ancient herbalist craft. This leader says, 
“For the third temple, we will have our own herb mixtures 
again.” 


H.G. Wells on Israel— 
A False Prophecy Indeed 


n turning the pages of H. G. Wells’ famous volume which 

he published in 1933, The Shape of Things to Come, I was 
suddenly confronted, toward the end of the book, with a state- 
ment that I did not know Wells had made. It was a most 
amazing miscalculation by the man who might be called the 
outstanding secular prophet of the twentieth century, and one 
of the great enemies of the Christian faith of our time. This 
is what he had to say regarding Judaism: 


Between 1940 and 2059, in little more than a century, this 
antiquated, obdurate culture (Jewish) disappeared. It and 
its Zionist state, its kosher food, the Law and all the rest 
of its paraphernalia were completely merged in the human 
community ... Their attention was distracted from Moses 
and the promise to Abraham, and the delusion that God 
made His creation for them alone, and they were taught 
the truth about their race (pp. 383-384). 


And that reminds me—I wonder if my readers are ac- 


quainted with the famous statement of Lord Bryce regarding 
the inability of men, even men of great intellect and genius, 
to accurately foresee what is coming. Toward the conclusion 
of the second volume of his great work, ‘Modern Democracies 
(pp. 657-658), is this statement: 


We cannot refrain from conjecture. Yet to realize how 
vain conjectures are, let us imagine ourselves to be in the 
place of those who only three or four generations ago failed 
to forecast what the next following generation would see. 
Let us suppose Burke, Johnson, and Gibbon sitting together 
at a dinner of the club in 1769, the year when Napoleon and 
Wellington were born, and the talk falling on the politics 
of the European continent. Did they have any presage of 
the future? The causes whence the American Revolution and 
the French Revolution were to spring, and which would 
break the sleep of the peoples in Germany and Italy, might, 
one would think, have already been discerned by three such 
penetrating observers, but the only remarks most of us 
recall as made then and for some years afterward to note 
the symptoms of coming dangers were made by a French 
traveler, who said that the extinction of French power in 
Canada had weakened the tie between the American colonies 
and Great Britain; and by an English traveler who saw 
signs of rottenness in the French monarchy. Men stood on 
the edge of stupendous changes, and had not a glimpse of 
even the outlines of those changes, not discerning the causes 
that were already in embryo beneath their feet, like seeds 
hidden under the snow of winter, which will shoot up under 
the April sunlight. 


Two Notable Reprints 


HE last decade has been, I think, the most fruitful period 

for the reprinting of great Christian books of former days 
of any similar number of years for at least a century. Two 
of the most important of these reprinted volumes have just 
appeared. 

One is the 600-page, magnificent Lectures of Robert S. 
Candlish on the First Epistle of John, first published in 1866. 
As far as I know, this work had only two printings, the second 
in 1869. Thus for over eighty years the book might have been 
considered out of print, and it became so scarce during the 
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last quarter-century that, if I recall correctly, not a single 
copy was advertised as being available in any book catalog. 

My own opinion is that this is the greatest single work on 
the First Epistle of John that has ever been published. 
Candlish was Moderator of the Assembly of the Free Church 
in 1861, minister of the great Free St. George’s Church of 
Edinburgh, the predecessor of Alexander Whyte, founder of 
the Free Church of Scotland, in the great debates of the 
1840’s, and principal of New College, Edinburgh, from 1862. 

Through the years I have occasionally loaned my own copy 
of the early edition to close friends, and more than one of 
them has said that much of the work they read on their 
knees. This is one of the monumental volumes of exposition 
to appear during the nineteenth century, and there were 
many expository works of that period. For profundity, for 
an understanding of the apostle John’s most difficult phrases, 
for an insight into the great unseen spiritual world, the pages 
of this book will probably remain unsurpassed. The volume 
has been reprinted by the Zondervan Publishing Company. 

Kregel Publications of Grand Rapids, Mich., has just un- 
dertaken the daring task of reprinting that remarkable work, 
the result of forty years of study, The Theocratic Kingdom of 
Our Lord Jesus the Christ, by George N. H. Peters. This was 
originally published in 1884, and became so scarce that many 
professors in this country have been looking for a copy to 
purchase for a quarter-century and more. 

This three-volume work of 2,200 pages is without any doubt 
the greatest single work on biblical predictive prophecy— 
particularly those prophecies that refer to the end of this 
age and return of the Lord Jesus Christ—that has been pub- 
lished in this country. I take the liberty of quoting here two 
paragraphs from my Preface to this new edition: 


I know that these are days when we look for small books, 
quick summaries, synopses and digests, and when most 
people would be frightened by the thought of slowly read- 
ing through a work of two thousand pages; and yet the 
study of this work by a devout student of biblical prophecy 
is more important now than seventy years ago, when the 
author completed his manuscript. Many of the things which 
the author unfolds here as events yet to take place on this 
earth we now see in the process of fulfillment. He wrote 
at a time when many were about to conclude that the 
Millennium was at hand, but his knowledge of the Word 
told him otherwise; and the deep shadows which have 
fallen across the earth since that bright day our author 
clearly foresaw on the horizon through the prayerful use 
of the binocular telescope of biblical prediction ... 

In my own library are practically all the major important 
works on biblical prophecy published since 1800, and many 
published long before that time, as well as complete sets 
of nearly all the principal religious journals devoted to 
prophetic interpretation; and I can say without hesitation 
that there is no work in the English language that deals 
with this increasingly important subject with such depth, 
clearness, and understanding as The Theocratic Kingdom 
of George N. H. Peters. One does not need to agree with 
all of his statements, nor even with all of his interpreta- 
tions, to recognize the greatness of this work that must 
have cost him a lifetime of research, prayer, investigation, 
and laborious writing. 


Early Christian Influences 
in the Life of John Dewey 


bee October (1952) issue of that scholarly quarterly, Jour- 
nal of the History of Ideas, carries an article entitled, “An 
Early Chapter in the Life of John Dewey,” by George 
Dykhuizen, a portion of which is devoted to a discussion of 
the early Christian influences to which the late Professor 
Dewey was subjected. I am quoting a paragraph from this 
without further comment: 


Dewey early came under the influence of the religion of 
his day. His parents were members of the First Church 
(Congregational) of Burlington, and entered actively into 
its work. His father, A. S. Dewey, is mentioned frequently 
in the church records of those years in connection with 
important offices and committees of the church; Mrs. A. S. 
a is cited again and again for her work in Sunday 
school and local missions. John Dewey regularly attended 
Sunday school and public worship, and on July 2, 1871, 
joined the church at the age of eleven (Records of First 
Congregational Church of Burlington, Vol. III, 1871, 305). 
There was nothing unusual in this, as Congregational 
churches then, as now, commonly accepted children into 
their membership upon a brief statement of faith. The note, 
penciled in a boyish hand on a scrap of paper, which Dewey 
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wrote expressing his desire to be ad- 
mitted into the church, is almost iden- 
tical in content with others written at 
the time, and declares simply that he 
believed he loved Christ and wanted 
to serve Him. (This note is in the files 
of the First Congregational Church of 
Burlington and is by all odds the 
earliest extant statement of Dewey on 
the matter of philosophical and re- 
ligious interest.) Dewey remained a 
member of the church up to the time 
he left Burlington for Johns Hopkins. 
He was for a while an instructor in 
the Sunday school, and was also the 
first president of the young people’s 
ef newly organized on December 


On Eating the 
Word of God 


Nn the last two decades of the nine- 

teenth century a series of volumes 
was issued in London called The Con- 
temporary Pulpit, some twenty volumes 
now seldom seen even in theological 
libraries, and consequently a series prac- 
tically never read by our generation. Yet 
in the pages of these beautifully printed 
volumes are some of the choicest ser- 
mons of that great era of preaching. 

There is a brief meditation toward the 
end of the volume for 1893 by no less a 
person than the great Alexander Whyte 
of Free St. George’s, Edinburgh, entitled, 
“The Preparation of a Preacher,” from 
the texts Ezekiel 2:8-10; 3:1-3, and Rev- 
elation 10:8-11. Perhaps these last four 
verses should be quoted: 

“And the voice which I heard from 
heaven spake unto me again, and said, 
Go and take the little book which is open 
in the hand of the angel which standeth 
upon the sea and upon the earth. And I 
went unto the angel and said unto him, 
Give me the little book. And he said unto 
me, Take it, and eat it up; and it shall 
make thy belly bitter, but it shall be in 
thy mouth sweet as honey. And I took 
the little book out of the angel’s hand, 
and ate it up; and it was in my mouth 
sweet as honey; and as soon as I had 
eaten it, my belly was bitter. And he said 
unto me, Thou must prophesy again be- 
fore many peoples, and nations and 
tongues, and kings.” 

These are Whyte’s words, and I 
thought many of my readers, especially 
ministers, would be glad to have them: 

We see in this symbolical scene God’s 
own immediate way of making a min- 
ister. A Book has a great deal to do with 
salvation. Salvation lies wrapped up in 
a Book. Who is able to taste all the 
flavors, sweet and pungent, of that 
Book? Who is able to assimilate that 
heavenly Book, and make it bone of his 
bone, flesh of his flesh? Who shall re- 
ceive it into his own soul? “Go thou and 
take the heavenly book,” said the 
heavenly voice. 

This is said and done every day among 
ourselves. Here is the Book, and there are 
the people, and some one amongst them 
is to take the Book and speak its message 
to others. “Go thou,” says the Spirit to 
some soul. The call of God to the minis- 
try is less a call than an absolute com- 
pulsion—an inward constraint which we 
cannot resist. The man who hears this 
divine call must give up his whole life to 
that Book. And unless this inward com- 
pulsion compels a man, unless a voice as 
clear as that St. John heard at Patmos 
call him, in the name of God let not that 
man take the Book. Let him stop in time, 
and turn back, in case he make ship- 
wreck of his life and stain his soul with 


the blood of his fellows. 

II. Take the Book, and eat it. Note that 
it is not, “Take the Book, and read it,” 
nor yet, “and send it to the seven 
churches,” but it is “and eat it.” The 
fashion of today says we must interpret 
the Bible as we do any other book. But 
that is not the rule with the apostle John. 
The Book is to be eaten, for it is not an 
ordinary book. It will be sweet in the 
mouth, and bitter in the belly. This is the 
universal, necessary thing to say about 
God’s Book. Ezekiel and Daniel found it 
so in their experience. Job, outside of 
Israel, found it so, “Thy word has been 
more than my ordinary food.” This man 
Job deserves a whole book of the Bible 
to himself—the scattered morsels of 
God’s will he gathered anywhere. Noble 
soul! a heathen man, but yet high up 
among God’s saints. Let us all learn to 
put off our meal of ephemeral words of 
man, whilst we read God’s Book. Eat it 
for your first food every morning. See 
that all its strength and sweetness fills 
you before any other food. 


III. What does this mean—“It shall be 
in thy mouth sweet as honey, but it shall 
make thy belly bitter”? The only way to 
find out what it means is to eat the same 
roll ourselves. Eat the Book, and tell us 
what takes place. I will tell you what will 
happen. This Word of God will be as 
sweet as honey, “sweeter than the 
honeycomb.” Yes, the mercy and grace 
of God are always passing sweet to the 
genuine sinner. That is the daily sweet 
experience of those who make it their 
earliest and most necessary food. When 
in the inward parts, a guilty conscience, 
a sin-laden heart, ah me! then there is 
new bitterness indeed. With a new sense 
of sin there is a new bitterness, compared 
to which Marah is milk and honey. 

God’s Word taken and eaten long 
enough may turn you into God’s sacri- 
ficing priest. A priest has much to do 
with sin; he has his own sins, and the 
sins of others, in addition, lying on his 
soul. Priests’ eyes are full of sin, they see 
so much of sin. Other men have other 
eyes, other tastes, and see things sweet, 
fair and beautiful. Scarce ever was there 
a priest who did not taste of this bitter- 
ness; but there is a compensating sweet- 
ness which is all his own. Every true 
minister has a sensibility to sin and to 


-grace—a palate in the heart both for 


sweetness and bitterness. This sensibility 
makes him the only true successor of 
prophets. Jehovah says, “Take it, and eat 
it up.” Observe this solemnly, and hum- 
bly and teachably, “eat it up.” So we are 
not allowed to pick and choose. We are 
not allowed to choose the sweet and re- 
ject the bitter, but we are to admit the 
whole Bible. We have all our favorite 
chapters, but these may not be best for 
us. Salvation is not shut up in any one 
book, nor is it shut up in any one creed. 
It is spiritual manhood to acknowledge 
this. We must not be sectarian, or censo- 
rious, or one-sided; but we must preach 
the whole Bible, the large-hearted, 
brotherly Bible. The end of all this 
preaching is to secure that the whole 
Word of God shall enter your heart, and 
work salvation there. 


Two Important New 
Bibliographies 


OR many years I have had in mind 
the constructing of a rather exhaus- 
tive bibliography for biblical students, 
possibly as extensive a list as ten thou- 
sand volumes. Whether or not this will 
be completed, I do not know. In the 
meantime, however, I am happy to report 
that a much-needed bibliography of con- 
servative works for the believing Chris- 
tian has at last appeared. It is entitled 
simply, A Guide to Christian Living, and 
is published by the Inter-Varsity Fellow- 
ship, 39 Bedford Square, London W.C. 1. 
This attractively printed volume of 117 
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pages lists approximately 1,500 titles, 
under 58 subjects, grouped in nine major 
divisions: The Bible, the Old Testament, 
the New Testament, Systematic Theol- 
ogy, Systematic Theology Special Doc- 
trines, Apologetics, the Practice of Chris- 
tianity, Church History and Foreign 
Missions. Occasionally there are excel- 
lent brief comments on the books. As far 
as I know, this is the best bibliography 
for Bible students now available. 

A work published in mimeographed 
form in 1951, edited by Professor Terelle 
Crum of Providence Bible Institute, has 
not received the attention it deserves. It 
is entitled, “List of Books for Theological 
Libraries, Prepared by the Accrediting 
Association of Bible Institutes and Bible 
Colleges.” The bibliographical data is not 
as full here as in the volume mentioned 
above, but it is nevertheless a good key 
to hundreds of conservative works. 

A few weeks ago it was my privilege 
to compile a brochure of 44 pages, pub- 
lished by the W. A. Wilde Company of 
Boston, A Preliminary Bibliography for 
the Study of Biblical Prophecy, listing 
approximately 140 volumes, with brief 
descriptions or comments on most of 
them. This list is arranged under the 
following subjects: The Christian Phi- 
losophy of History, Biblical Prophecy in 
General, Biblical Eschatology. The King- 
dom of God, The Second Advent of 
Christ, The Book of Revelation, Israel in 
Prophecy, The End of the Age and Signs 
of the Times, The Millennium, Prophe- 
cies Outside of the Bible, The History of 
Prophetic Interpretation. When this edi- 
tion is exhausted, I hope to issue a larger, 
revised edition.

our knowledge of God as the sovereign 
Creator, as the one who demands 
righteousness, and especially as the 
Father whose redemptive love is mani- 
fested in Christ. Science adds nothing 
to soteriology.” Also, 
“Religious Perspectives in Biology,” by 
Dr. Edward McCrady, pp. 319-332: “If 
there is a difficulty for the modern 
reader in connection with the biblical 
account of creation, it is not the prob- 
lem of reconciling it with science, but 
that of accounting for its remarkable 
adequacy.”

Ladies faint, proctors and _ bull-dogs‘ 
enter and are thrust out, and finally the 
police arrive and clear the hall by baton 
charges “with the exception. of about 
forty undergraduates.” Tyndale-Biscoe, 
who wrote many years after the event, 
was presumably confused by memories 
of a Salvation Army meeting two years 
later, which did end in this way. At the 
Corn Exchange in 1882 there were no 
ladies and no hassocks, and the con- 
temporary accounts, which do not ignore 
the cheers and encores, know nothing of 
a free fight. 

In plain fact, the meeting was carried 
through to the end. Moody, with his 
broad American accent, had unfortu- 
nately chosen to speak on Daniel, and 
“his favorite one-syllabled pronunciation 
of Dan’l was the signal for repeated out- 
bursts.” There was also some excuse in 
that many at the back could not hear, 
and started to shuffle and stamp their 
feet—a time-honored varsity reaction to 
boredom, not then unknown at univer- 
sity sermons. The majority, however, ac- 
cording to the Cambridge Review, “paid 
every attention to the service and 
marked their deprecation of the conduct 
of the minority in no uncertain manner,” 
though even this must have added to the 
confusion. 

When the meeting closed, with an- 
other solo from Sankey, John Barton 
suggested that those who wished should 
remain for a brief while and pray. Some 
four hundred stayed, including, in fact, 
some of the rowdiest—by now “quiet, 
impressed and apparently ashamed of 
their recent behavior.” Moody spoke 
briefly again, sweating with nervous ex- 
haustion, but still in good humor and 
still on Daniel. And then slowly the Corn 
Exchange emptied. 

When they had returned to their hotel, 
Moody said as he took off his dripping 
collar, or so the story went, “Well, 
Sankey, I guess I’ve no hankering after 
that crowd again.’ The two then knelt 
and prayed, fervently and unhurriedly, 
for the coming days. 

As for the CICCU men, “with heavy 
hearts we took our way to our respective 
colleges.” The next day Studd sat down 
and began a letter to the Cambridge Re- 
view, and then pencilled into the Daily 
Prayer Meeting Special Requests book: 
“Special prayer is requested that God 
will overrule any disturbance that may 
take place tonight.”

wise, And God did rest the seventh day 
from all his works’ (Heb. 4:4). 


+ GENESIS 2:2 reveals that after God 
created the heavens and the earth in six 
days, He rested on the seventh. Consider 
for a moment what that rest involved. 
Was God fatigued at the end of six days, 
like a tired laborer, so that rest was vital 
to His rejuvenation? Such a concept is 
unthinkable! 

God’s rest was not the rest of inactiv- 
ity, it was the rest of divine contentment 
and satisfaction in the accomplishing of 
a work He had set out to do. At the end 
of each day’s work “(except the second) 
we hear the Almighty making His pro- 
nouncement: “It is good.” At the end of 
the sixth day the pronouncement is em- 
phasized: “It is very good.” 

There was divine satisfaction, mount- 
ing each day until the work was finished; 
then a summary expression of satisfac- 
tion over the entire task. The seventh day 
was not stagnation (God has ever since 
been busy maintaining His creation), but 
rest in the contentment of a work satis- 
factorily accomplished. 

Christ’s finished work upon Calvary il- 
lustrates this kind of rest. Before He 
committed His spirit into the hands of 
His Father He cried: “It stands finished” 
(lit.). The word “finished” has the idea 
of maturity, ripeness, satisfaction. It is 
not only finished, but satisfactorily so. 
From the moment the Saviour expired 
upon Golgotha He has never needed to 
repeat His sacrifice. It was done, finished 
forever. He now rests, not in inactivity, 
since He ministers as our High Priest in 
heaven, but in divine satisfaction and 
contentment of a finished task. 

So with creation. Once it was finished 
it was never repeated. The word “sab- 
bath” means “rest,” which is far different 
from the “rest” of Canaan. After enter- 
ing Canaan’s rest the Israelites were to 
fight again. Their work was not done. 
The inhabitants must be driven out and 
the land tilled. But after God rested on 
His sabbath, His creative work was never 
taken up again. 

The sabbath rest, therefore, is eternal 
and absolute. It is eternal in the sense 
that God never creates again that which 
He created in Genesis 1, 2. It is absolute 
in the sense that nothing is left undone 
upon the completion of His task; there 
are no ends left dangling, no details un- 
finished. 

Such is the rest promised us today. 
The writer of Hebrews says, “There re- 
maineth therefore a sabbath to the peo- 
ple of God” (4:9 lit.). The rest left to us 
now is God’s rest, not Canaan’s. We are 
to enjoy not a continual struggle, but the 
contentment and satisfaction resulting 
from a task eternally and absolutely 
completed. “Strive to enter that rest, lest 
any man fall after the same example of 
unbelief” (4:11). This leads us to the 





rest of salvation: “There remaineth 
therefore a sabbath to the people of 
God” (4:9). 


+ Up to this point we have noted that: 

1. Canaan rest was promised the Isra- 
elites in the wilderness. 

2. They failed to enter because of un- 
belief. 

3. The second generation under Joshua 
entered the rest. 

4. David, long after, spoke of a con- 
tinuing and present rest, indicating 
Joshua did not give the Israelites God's 
true rest (see Heb. 4:8). 

5. This true rest is like God’s seventh 
day rest, i.e., an eternal and absolute 
contentment of spirit in a finished task. 

The rest which “remaineth .. . to the 
people of God” is like God’s sabbath. It 
is not heaven, although heaven is a part 
of it. The author of Hebrews is not 
urging his readers to become more hope- 
ful of entering heaven, but to lay hold of 
a salvation which can be experienced and 
enjoyed here and now, and which will 
make heaven but the natural result. 

Neither is it the rest of the victorious 
life, for the consequences of failure to 
lay hold of this rest are the consequences 
of unbelief—“judgment,” “fiery indig- 
nation,” “no escape,” the impossibility of 
“being renewed unto repentance.” 

The book of Hebrews deals with a 
weightier and mightier problem than de- 
gree of Christian growth. Does Christ 
save from sin? Did His blood adequately 
pay for my sins upon Calvary? Can I be 
sure that God is satisfied with His Son’s 
work so that He will never change His 
mind about me? The entire epistle surges 
to a mighty “yes” to all these questions. 

The rest the writer talks about then is 
rest from sin—God’s final and complete 
dealing with sin on Calvary. “For he 
that is entered into his rest, he also hath 
ceased from his own works, as God did 
from his” (4:10). 

When our Lord cried to the multitude, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest” 
(Matt. 11:28,29), He was not referring 
primarily to physical relief. He was 
speaking about rest for the soul that was 
struggling by his own efforts for salva- 
tion from the burden of sin. Only in 
Christ is this true rest found. 


+ For years a friend of mine faithfully 
attended church, taught Sunday school, 
and sang in the choir. She was busy, yet 
she had no rest from sin’s guilt. The 
more she felt the pang of conviction the 
harder she labored to rid herself of it. 
One day while listening to WMBI, Moody 
Bible Institute gospel station in Chicago, 
she heard the speaker quote Ephesians 
2:8,9: “For by grace are ye _ saved 
through faith; and thet not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God; not of works, 
lest any man should boast.” 
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She forgot everything the speaker said, 
but the text stuck in her heart. The next 
day at the same hour she heard the same 
speaker. “Lord, if that message is the 
truth,” she prayed, “let the speaker quote 
the same verse again.” He did. Suddenly 
it dawned upon her that she had been 
trying to save herself, but that her cease- 
less struggles and yearnings against sin 
had availed nothing. 

She knelt by her radio and received 
the Saviour. Instantly the awful burden 
was gone, and she arose with peace and 
joy in her soul. She entered into her rest 
and has never repeated the agony of her 
pre-conversion days. Her rest is like 
God’s sabbath rest, eternal and absolute, 
because Christ finished the work upon 
Calvary. 

Boreham tells a story recorded by 
Robert Southey in his Commonplace 
Book. A man on the Malabar coast in- 
quired of many devotees and priests as 
to how he might make atonement for his 
sins. At last he was directed to drive iron 
spikes, sufficiently blunted, through his 
sandals, and on these spikes he was to 
walk a distance of five hundred miles. 
He undertook the journey, but loss of 
blood and exhaustion of body compelled 
him to rest one day under the shade of a 
spreading tree. 

As he lay there a missionary ap- 
proached and began to preach the gospel. 
He announced as his theme: “The blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” While the evangelist still 
preached the man sprang up, tore off 
his sandals, and cried aloud: “That is 
what I want! That is what I want!” And 
he became a living witness of the fact 
that the redeeming blood of Christ does 
cleanse from all sin. 

Those to whom the Epistle of Hebrews 
was first addressed were looking for sal- 
vation from the load of sin. They were 
in danger of turning back to Judaism 
for relief. Earnestly the writer explains 
that to return to Judaism, with its end- 
less washings, ceaseless sacrifices, and 
never-realized hopes, will lead to eternal 
failure to find the rest about which he 
has been speaking. Only in Christ is 
there sabbath rest from sin. Only the 
blood of God’s Lamb can cleanse with- 
out leaving a trace. 

Do you know this rest? Have you, like 
Bunyan’s Pilgrim, looked by faith to the 
cross of Christ and felt your sin roll 
from you into the open tomb? That 
blessed experience may be yours today 
if you “hurry [as the writer says] to 
enter into. that rest” (4:11 lit.).

and magazines. 


Attacking Smut 

Interest has centered on disclosures 
before the Gathings Committee investi- 
gating smut-carrying books and maga- 
zines. Testimony at the hearings included 
the following charges: 

1. That two billion suggestive or im- 
moral magazines (“girlies”) are sold on 
U.S. newsstands yearly; of 1,231 maga- 
zines currently published, all except ap- 
proximately 100 are of that classification. 

2. That books which public libraries 
deny to adult readers can be bought by 
children at newsstands for twenty-five 
cents. 

3. That most obscene books and maga- 
zines today are being sold to children. 

4. That vendors refusing to handle 
smut material are sometimes denied the 
right to distribute nationally known pub- 
lications of large firms which have smut- 
publishing subsidiaries. 

5. That publishers of questionable ma- 
terial maintain a powerful Washington 
lobby to fight legislation intended to curb 
them. 

Much of the testimony concerning ra- 
dio and TV centered about beer and 
liquor commercials which, it was charged, 
are at all hours, day or night, including 
Sundays and even in some instances be- 
fore religious programs. 

Many witnesses asked legislation, espe- 
cially to curb distribution of unsavory 
reading material. Among them was the 
suggestion that transportation of obscene 
matter across state lines be barred by 
federal law. Another proposal called for 
the publishing industry to set up its own 
board to pass on the decency of publi- 
cations. 

Meanwhile a group of Washington, 
D.C., clergymen and laymen have organ- 
ized an association to study radio and 
TV programs released in that area with 
a view to asking stations to eliminate 
objectionable material. One denomina- 
tion has announced formation of a Le- 
gion of Honor among their young people 
which will encourage them to be selective 
in their choice of radio and TV programs. 
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Pressure for Envoy? 

Will the appointment of a special U.S. 
representative to the Vatican be raised 
during the next presidential term? The 
possibility has been suggested by a North 
Carolina pastor who has said that even 
prior to the inauguration President- 
Elect Eisenhower was under heavy pres- 
sure to make such an appointment. 

The statement was made by Dr. Edwin 
McNeill Poteat, pastor of Pullen Memo- 
rial Baptist Church. He declined to re- 
veal the source of his information, but 
said that Mr. Eisenhower was being 
asked to name a Vatican envoy to “pay 
back” the heavy Catholic vote in eastern 
cities and other Catholic centers. He 
added that his source had urged Protes- 
tants to do anything they could to help 
Eisenhower meet this pressure. 


Supreme Court Rules 

In one more decision affecting religion, 
the U.S. Supreme Court has ruled that 
New York cannot remove by state law a 
head of the Russian Orthodox Church in 
North America, appointed to his position 
by the Patriarch of Moscow, although 
in 1924 the North American faction of 
the church broke away from the Mother 
Church of Russia. 

The ruling reversed the New York 
Court of Appeals which upheld the valid- 
ity of the state law under which Benja- 
min Fedchenkoff, Moscow-appointed 
archbishop, was removed from office. The 
Supreme Court said such a law violates 
the Fourteenth Amendment guarantee- 
ing freedom of religion in this country. 

In a dissenting opinion Justice Robert 
H. Jackson said, “I do not think New 
York law must yield to the authority of 
a foreign and unfriendly state masquer- 
ading as a spiritual institution.” 

The majority opinion, written by As- 
sociate Justice Stanley F. Reed, stated 
that in this case no problem of punish- 
ment for the “violation of law arises. 
There is no charge of subversive or hos- 
tile action by any ecclesiastic. Here there 
is a transfer by statute of control over 
churches.” 


Who Goes to Church? 

Thirty-five million Americans go to 
church every week, thirty-eight million 
more sometimes go to church, and 
thirty-five million Americans never go 
to church, according to findings of a 
survey, sponsored by The Catholic Digest. 

Only 25 per cent of adult America pro- 
fessing to be Protestants attend church 
services weekly, 43 per cent attend occa- 
sionally or irregularly, and 32 per cent 


never go to church at all, the survey 
said. 

Weekly services are attended by only 
12 per cent of those persons claiming 
membership in the Jewish faith, while 
56 per cent of this group never go to 
church. Some 32 per cent of the Jews go 
occasionally to services. 

Of persons calling themselves Cath- 
olics, the survey showed that 62 per cent 
attend every Sunday, 18 per cent never 
attend, and 20 per cent attend with vary- 
ing degrees of regularity. 

The survey revealed that 99 per cent 
of the people believed in God. The high- 
est weekly church attendance, 45 per 
cent, was found in the New England 
area, which is 23 per cent higher than 
attendance for the Pacific coast region. 

Of interest is the finding that 34 per 
cent of persons between 18 and 24 years 
attend weekly, bringing the young people 
two points above the overall national 
average of 32 per cent. Finally, 33 per 
cent of the women, compared with 29 
per cent of the men, go to church each 
Sunday, the survey shows. 


Graham in Korea 

Evangelist Billy Graham met with 
Gen. Mark Clark at the Far East Com- 
mander’s Tokyo headquarters in Decem- 
ber, before going on to Korea to visit 
U.N. servicemen in military hospitals. 
Graham also planned to hold two five- 
day evangelistic meetings. 

Graham was denied sponsorship by the 
Armed: Forces Chaplains’ Board which, 
the Defense Department said, had a pre- 
vious commitment. The department said 
it had no objections, however, to the trip 
if Graham went as a private citizen with 
military clearance. 

Two representatives of the Pocket Tes- 
tament League, Glenn Wagner and Vic- 
tor Beattie of Ocean City, also were 
granted permission to enter Korea in 
December with 250,000 Gospels and a 
sound truck. 


Dedication in Lincoln 

Meanwhile, in Lincoln, Neb., more than 
5,000 persons attended a one-week Bible 
conference opened by formal dedication 
of the new headquarters building of 
Theodore H. Epp’s Back to the Bible 
broadcast. 

The broadcast building houses an audi- 
torium and radio studios on the first 
floor. Approximately 700 half-hour 
broadcasts originate in the studios each 
week and are heard over more than one 
hundred stations. About one hundred of 
the broadcasts are heard in foreign 
countries.

Stormy Career 

The American Council of Christian 
Churches and the International Coun- 
cil of Christian Churches have issued a 
call to “Bible-believing Christians 
throughout North America” to hold 
3,000 “Back to the Bible” rallies on Jan- 
uary 30 in protest against acceptance of 
the Revised Standard Version of the 
Bible. The American Council represents 
fourteen denominations as well as inde- 
pendent churches, and is a member of 
the International Council which is 
world-wide in scope. W. W. Breckbill is 
president of the American Council and 
Dr. Carl McIntire heads the Internation- 
al Council. 

Meanwhile the Baptist Sunday School 
Board has announced it plans to con- 
tinue use of the King James Version as 
the basic text in its publications. The 
board’s formal statement made no men- 
tion of the RSV. 

In spite of such opposition, however, 
many are purchasing the new version. 
Sales mounted to 1,600,000 copies in the 
first eight weeks after its publication, 
according to Luther A. Weigle, chairman 
of the committee which produced the 
RSV. 

“The total is regarded by book sellers 
as a publishing record unsurpassed in the 
history of book selling,” he declared. He 
said two other editions are yet to be pub- 
lished—the Sunday school edition and a 
large-type pulpit edition. 


Open Door 

Another denomination—the Greek Or- 
thodox Church—has been admitted to 
the ranks of the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. This 
action was taken in December at the or- 
ganization’s second biennial assembly in 
Denver. 

The council, which is based on the 
theory of unity through organization, 
was hailed as making it possible for the 
first time for American Christians to 
live “in an era of co-operation.” 

Episcopal Bishop Henry Knox Sherrill, 
the council’s retiring president, however, 
sounded a note of warning as he spoke 
of the perils of overorganization. “We 
need to beware,” he said, “lest we spend 
all our time tinkering with the machin- 
ery without achieving any other objec- 
tives.” Concern was also expressed lest 
control of the council fall too largely in 
the hands of clergymen at the expense 
of lay control. 

Methodist Bishop William C. Martin, 
of Dallas, Tex., was named as the coun- 
cil’s new president. 


For Spiritual Music 


In Chicago, more than fifty delegates - 


from ten states, representing fifteen of 
the leading Christian schools in the U.S., 
met to form the National Church Music 
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Back to the Bible broadcast originating from studio in the new headquarters of this interna- 
tional radio ministry. Located in Lincoln, Neb., the headquarters building was recently dedi- 
cated as a highlight of a week-long Bible conference.

Applications to enter the tenth annual 
Bible Memorizing Contest, sponsored by 
the Bible Memory Association of St. 
Louis, must be received by the associa- 
tion by January 27, N. A. Woychuk, asso- 
ciation superintendent, has announced. 

The contest is open to all persons up 
to twenty years of age. Each contestant 
will receive a memory work booklet with 
about twenty Bible verses to memorize 
each week. Contestants report weekly to 
local judges, who keep records. 

Rewards include seven days free camp 
in the summer, a reference Bible, and 
Christian books, Scripture plaques and 
Bible games. Recitations to local judges 
will begin January 31. 


Campaigns for Japan 

Youth for Christ International has an- 
nounced plans to hold its sixth World 
Congress on Evangelism in Tokyo, Japan, 
August 9-16, with plans also to follow 
the close of the World Congress with 
fifty evangelistic campaigns. 

Ted W. Engstrom, YFC executive di- 
rector, met recently with the Japan YFC 
staff, missionary leaders and Japanese 
pastors and laymen to schedule the ac- 
tivities of the World Congress on Evan- 
gelism. 

In regard to the fifty evangelistic cam- 
paigns, which will run simultaneously 
throughout Japan, Engstrom said: “We 
expect to use every available man, mobile 
units, Christian tourists, tracts, radio, 


mass meetings in parks, schools, fac- 
tories, street corners and churches in 
thousands of cities where the 84 million 
Japanese live.” 


Christ for Florida 

The first project of Christ for America 
in this new year of 1953, which will mark 
its tenth anniversary, is the launching 
of a state-wide Christ for Florida cam- 
paign of evangelism. 

The program will begin in an evan- 
gelistic conference at Park-of-the-Palms 
in Keystone Heights Feb. 1-8. Speakers 
will include Jesse M. Hendley, M. R. De- 
Haan, John E. Zoller, Bob Jones, Jr., and 
E. Schuyler English. Zoller will travel 
across Florida through January, speak- 
ing to rallies. 


Making More Cardinals 

Only one American was among the 
twenty-four new cardinals of the Roman 
Catholic Church recently named by Pope 
Pius XII to bring the death-depleted 
ranks of the so-called Sacred College of 
Cardinals up to its full strength of sev- 
enty for the first time since the postwar 
consistory of 1946. 

The American was James Francis Mc- 
Intyre, archbishop of Los Angeles. 

The new cardinals are from twelve 
countries. Eleven are Italian, bringing 
the number of Italians in the college to 
twenty-seven. Two are French, giving 
France six. The U.S. and Spain now 
have four cardinals each. (Besides Mc- 
Intyre, the U.S. cardinals are Edward 
Mooney, Francis Spellman, and Samuel 
Stritch.) 

One result was Yugoslavia’s imme- 
diate severance of diplomatic relations 
with the Vatican. Tito’s government has 
charged in effect that naming Arch- 
bishop Alojzijc Stepinac to the college 
was an insult. Stepinac was imprisoned 
for alleged collaboration with the Nazis 
during World War II. Though released 
in 1951 after five years in prison, Yugo- 
slavia has not permitted him to resume 
his church duties. 

Other cardinal appointees are from 
Spain, Brazil, Ecuador, Yugoslavia, Ire- 
land, Canada, Poland, Columbia and 
Germany.

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Refugees’ Church 

The first formal Lutheran congrega- 
tion in Venezuela recently adopted its 
constitution and its name, Evangelical 
Lutheran Congregation of the Resurrec- 
tion. The congregation is made up of 
Latvian, German and Hungarian-speak- 
ing refugees who were aided to emigrate 
in Venezuela by the Lutheran World 
Federation Service to Refugees. Having 
no common language for worship, the 
congregation will have a self-governing 
council of twelve men, appointed on a 
proportion basis by each of the three 
different language groups. Each of these 
forms a “chapter” within the congrega- 
tion which conducts its own worship 
service. The church has legal status be- 
cause Sunday school classes and some 
services are conducted in the country’s 
official Spanish. , 


Other news highlights from around 
the world include the following: 


COLOMBIA—A proposal that Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic leaders meet 
sometime during January to discuss al- 
legations of Protestant persecution has 
been made by Presbyterian Life, official 
church periodical. A leading editorial in 
the publication suggested that the con- 
ference also include representatives of 
the Colombian government and the 
United Nations. The editorial said, “The 
Protestant church in Colombia is there 
to stay. It’s time the government and 
the hierarchy realized this fact and 
stopped fooling themselves. Persecution 
strengthens; it does not weaken.” 


ENGLAND—Twelve British ministers 
who have returned home after visiting 
and preaching in U.S. churches are im- 
pressed by the “enthusiasm for religion” 
in this country. One is not faced with in- 
difference or even defiance which one 
sometimes meets in England, says V. P. 
Copland Simmons, Presbyterian. 

A Congregational minister, Wilfred 
Salmon, observes that in America the 
churches are packed, whereas in Britain 
they are usually half empty. A. D. Har- 
cus, general secretary of the Free Church 
Federal Council, was thrilled at the re- 
sponse of the young people, remarking 
that in Britain “religion tends to be the 
solace of the elderly.” 

Salmon says reasons for the differences 
between the two countries are that 
Americans may have discovered that ma- 
terial things are not enough; that reli- 
gion is not taught in the American pub- 
lic schools whereas in Britain religious 
instruction is compulsory; Sunday school 
teachers in Britain are usually unpaid 
and untrained, whereas in America, 
churches pay well-trained educational 
directors; finally, he said, America has 
kept out socialism. 


NORWAY—The churches at the “top” 
and the “bottom” of the world are 
Lutheran, so claims Kristeligt Presse- 
kontor, official news bureau of the 
Church of Norway. The northernmost 
church in the world is situated in Sval- 
bard, an island in the Arctic ocean be- 
longing to Norway, the news bureau said. 
The southernmost church was built by 
Norwegian whalers on the British island 
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of South Georgia in the southern Atlan- 
tic. 


KOREA—Most of the churches in this 
war-ravaged country have been de- 
stroyed, but are slowly being replaced by 
the ingeniousness of the United Nations 
soldier and the Korean civilian. The 
most recent of the new churches to be 
dedicated is the Truckers’ Cathedral, 
built close to the front. Although built 
of crude materials, the soldiers man- 
aged to get some panes of glass, which 
they painted. The cathedral also has a 
steeple and a bell. 


Missionaries from The Evangelical 
Alliance Mission soon will enter Korea, 
working through evangelistic teams, a 
literature ministry, and radio broadcast- 
ing. General Director David H. Johnson 
says that although other missions have 
had an effective ministry, a tremendous 
need still exists for help from additional 
missionaries. This country will be the 
fourteenth field to receive workers from 
TEAM. 


JAPAN—A convert to Christianity in 
1929, Tomio Muto, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter and former Tokyo judge, has com- 
pleted a new Protestant translation of 
the Bible in Japanese. Working from the 
Japanese version checked with Greek, 
Latin and other texts, Muto wrote in 
simple language, using modern expres- 
sions. One of his changes is the substitu- 
tion of otome (young maiden) for Shojo 
Maria (Virgin Mary), paralleling one of 
the renderings in this country’s RSV, 
which has received much criticism. 


EGYPT—The leading religious leader 
of the Moslem world has condemned 
Communism as unsuitable for Islam. 
Sheikh Mohamed el Khedr Hussein, rec- 
tor of Al Azhar University, Islam’s re- 
ligious institution, warned that claims 
that Communism prevents exploitation 
are false, and said that it “persecutes all 
other opposing systems among which 
Islam is foremost.’ As a rule, such pro- 
nouncements are regarded as dogma by 
the Moslem world. The pronouncement 
came at a time when Communists are 
trying to win over a large portion of the 
Arab world. 


From Here and There 


> Shelton College, now in Brooklyn and 
Manhattan in New York City, will move 
in June to a suburban location, one hour 
by bus from the city. The new property 
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contains 1,187 acres of forest, lakes, 
meadows, and gardens, J. Oliver Buswell, 
Jr., president, said. The Shelton College 
evening school probably will continue to 
operate in New York City, according to 
present plans. 


» Lutherans have sent a “church on 
wheels” to provide a ministry to the 
Savannah River area, where the con- 
struction of a giant hydrogen-bomb plant 
has drawn 40,000 men, many of them 
with families. The project, which may 
take from three to five years to complete, 
is creating a defense community of some 
180,000 persons in an area which pre- 
viously had a population density of about 
nineteen persons per square mile. 


» The first in a series of meetings de- 
signed to “promote closer relationship 
between Negro and white Baptists” was 
held recently in Atlanta, Ga., by the At- 
lantic Baptist Ministers Conference, 
composed of white preachers, and the 
Atlanta Baptist Ministers Union, made 
up of Negro pastors. The group heard 
Louie D. Newton report that there cur- 
rently are some 700,000 Negro Baptists in 
Georgia and about 8,000,000 in the US. 


>» The first Kansas State Sunday School 
Convention was held in McPherson in 
November, with Clate A. Risley, general 
secretary of the National Sunday School 
Association, as keynote speaker. Lynn 
Hodges, Topeka pastor, spoke on “The 
Challenge of Contact.’’ Convention chair- 
man was C. S. Meinhardt, assisted by 
C. E. Fast, Mrs. Mona McKeown, Jacob 
Toews, D. J. Unruh, Henry Baerg, and 
Herb Jost. Lowell Leistner led the sing- 
ing, with Albert Lane at the piano. 


>» E. A. Shank has been elected president 
of the Interdenominational Foreign Mis- 
sion Association. Other officers are M. A. 
Darroch and H. M. Griffin, vice-presi- 
dents; J. O. Percy, secretary-treasurer; 
and D. H. Johnson, J. H. Cook, R. T. 
Davis, E. J. Pudney, and W. L. Thomp- 
son, board members. The association has 
five thousand missionaries working in all 
parts of the world, it was reported at the 
annual meeting in November. During the 
week-long meeting, delegates ministered 
to more than seventy-five churches and 
chapels, in addition to speaking in local 
schools and over the radio. 


» Arthur House Stainback has _ been 
elected president of the Baptist Bible 
Institute, Lakeland, Fla. J. D. Grey, 
president of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, will preach the inaugural ser- 
mon. Stainback has held pastorates in 
Kentucky, New York, and North Caro- 
lina. He has appeared in evangelistic 
programs in both the American and 
Southern Baptist Conventions. 


>» Water flown to this country from the 
River Jordan was used recently to bap- 
tize a child of a Christian Arab in Chi- 
cago. The father, Esa M. Zacharia, set- 
tled in the U.S. in 1948 as a refugee from 
Palestine. For the baptism of his son, 
Zacharia obtained a quart of water from 
the spot near Jericho in the land of Jor- 
dan where it is believed John the Baptist 
baptized Christ.

\ , 7HaT is happening in Africa? A reign of terror has hit Kenya Colony 

among the Kikuyus. Arrests and reprisals have failed to break up the 
dreaded Mau Mau secret society nor even to reveal its leadership. In South 
Africa a campaign of civil disobedience against the segregation laws has 
been jamming the jails with voluntary prisoners. And it hasn’t all been 
passive resistance, for riots have broken out and even churches have been 
burned in such places as East London. Earlier, French Equatorial Africa 
was the scene of serious disturbances. 

Communism? There are many who are blaming the whole thing on inter- 
national Communist activity. It is the simplest answer. We know that some 
of the leaders have had Communist affiliations and training. Besides, it 
relieves the white man who is not a Communist of any part of the blame. 
But is it true? Is it the whole truth? 

This we know: The church is suffering. Church attendance in the affected 
areas has dropped. Friendliness to the white missionary is dangerous. A 
correspondent from South Africa writes: “Any evangelism among the 
native people on a big scale is becoming impossible. All such gatherings 
seem to inflame anti-white hatreds, no matter if they are conducted by 
Africans themselves. Thousands of Africans are beginning to identify 
Christianity as ‘the white man’s religion.’ ” 

Such circumstances are a clear call for prayer. Pray not only for peace, 
but for a peace with full justice to all.

And yet she knew that he did not really 
hate her, that few of the people of 
Sincelejo really hated the missionaries 
and the 200-odd Evangelicals in their 
midst. If there was hatred, it was a 
hatred imposed from above. 

Actually, the persecution had been 
slower in coming to Sincelejo than to 
some other rlaces, and town gossip said 
it was largely because of the work done 
by the missionary nurses. How could 
you persecute someone who had given 
your wife the best of pre-natal care, 
brought your baby safely into the world, 
and then lovingly bathed and cared for 
it every day for a week afterward? 

How could you turn against someone 
who gave you such greatly needed ad- 
vice on child-care, advice often not given 
by the city’s best doctors? Or how could 
you dislike a religion that had changed 
so many lives and been such a force for 
good in a community? The nurses had 
unquestionably staved off the persecu- 
tion in Sincelejo—and as long as they 
continued to have such evident blessing 
of God in their work, it might not get 
any worse. 

June’s heart sent up a prayer that be- 
trayed the fresh sense of inadequacy 
she felt every time this responsibility was 
thrust upon her. “Lord, I can do nothing 
without Thy help,” she told Him silently, 
remembering again with awe the hun- 
dreds of babies she had delivered safely. 
“Help everything to be normal. And help 
this family to come to Thee as a result 
of this contact .. .” 


+ JuNE mentally checked over her last 
visit with the expectant mother. Every- 
thing should be all right. Herminia was 
a pretty girl of 22, and this was her first 
child. June almost groaned aloud as 
she remembered that it was also the first 
grandchild, and the house would be 
swarming with even more relatives than 
usual. If the nurses at Presbyterian Hos- 
pital could see her now! 

The eleven years she had spent in that 
great New York hospital—first as stu- 
dent, later on general duty, then night 
supervisor, and finally supervisor of the 
pediatrics floor—seemed far away and 
unreal. How different from the heat and 
thatched roofs of Sincelejo! But every 
heartbreak and every triumph there had 
been wonderful experience for her life 
as a missionary. 

“Here we are, senorita,” the man at 
her side said suddenly. Away with remi- 
niscences of home—time for the efficient 
young woman who was the best mid- 
wife in Sincelejo to take over! 

She tried to be firm, but kindly, with 
the family. “Where is dona Herminia? 
Is everything ready? How often are the 
pains coming?” Her capable hands 
worked fast. It would not be long now. 

She asked for a covering to be put 
over the small window—curious eyes 
were less desirable than fresh air, al- 
though it was very warm. Then she 
looked at the elaborately carved four-

Probably it had been 
Herminia’s dowry. At any rate, it was 
too low for the baths she would be giv- 
ing for the next five days. They brought 
eight bricks and the bed was raised. 

A high table had been moved in for 
the delivery, and she quickly assembled 
all of the things she would need. No 
lack of willing hands to help! But she 
couldn’t help wishing they would go 
away and leave poor Herminia alone 
with her mother and husband. 

An hour later, the seven and a half 
pound boy—nameless until his baptism 
—had arrived and Herminia was back 
in bed, tired and radiant as only a new 
mother can be. There had been no anes- 
thesia, no pain-killer even for the one 
stitch which had been necessary. Co- 
lombian women refuse all such relief, 
yet they consider it a disgrace to cry out. 

Cleaning up and collecting her belong- 
ings, June reflected on the few words of 
testimony she had been able to give the 
family, and their apparent willingness 
to receive a Bible on her next visit. 
“Dear God, may they see Christ living 
in me...and may they want what 
they see I have .. .” 

She walked home alone. The chimes 
of the cathedral bonged out the hour, 
and she knew that soon the more faith- 
ful Catholic women would be on their 
way to seven o’clock mass. Half a block 
past central park, she went in the door 
of the Latin American Mission compound 
and wearily climbed the stairs to wait- 
ing breakfast. 

* tk * * 

Medical work is, of course, only one 
phase of the missionary picture. The 
work of the foreign missionary may be 
direct house-to-house evangelism or 
large city-wide campaigns; it may be 
radio broadcasting, literature distribu- 
tion, educational and church work of 
every kind. But in the strife-torn land 
of Colombia today, the value of the 
medical approach is being seen with in- 
creasing clarity. 

Even now, in the midst of a nation- 
wide campaign to close Colombia’s Evan- 
gelical schools, a large modern hospital 
is under construction by the Baptists in 
Barranquilla. A Presbyterian hospital in 
the same city continues to operate with 
no threat of limitations. 

And the simpler, direct medical work 
done by missionary sefioritas in small 
towns also goes on. Nurses like June 
Siegfried, who have gained the con- 
fidence and good-will of the people by 
their sacrificial labors, have been a 
definite factor in holding back the wave 
of persecution that now threatens to end 
all foreign missionary work in Colombia. 


+ Back in 1937, when leaders of the 
Latin America Mission felt led to enter 
the neglected department of Bolivar 
with the message of salvation, they faced 
the problem of what method might be 
best for making the first openings. 
Bolivar was hot, disease-ridden. What 
better way of beginning than with mis- 
sionary nurses? 

Two young women, graduates of Moody 
Bible Institute, prayerfully volunteered. 
They landed in Colombia in February of 
that year—and soon set up their little 
clinics, Jennie Jorgenson in Monteria 
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and Kathryn Jephson in Sincelejo, just 
nine degrees above the equator. 

As they had expected, the work was 
slow in getting started. But after the 
first few successful treatments and child 
deliveries the word spread. People grew 
curious. Why had these women left the 
luxury of the United States, and later 
the ideal climate of Costa Rica, to min- 
ister in Bolivar? Obviously the motive 
was neither comfort nor financial gain 
—nor likely adventure, either. 

As people asked questions, the gospel 
was presented. Tracts and Bible portions 
began to appear in homes throughout 
the two cities. A national pastor and his 
wife came—and little by little a church 
was formed. 

Surprisingly, Sincelejo’s neglected 
Catholic church also began to wake up. 
A regular priest was assigned there, and 
the building was painted and repaired. 
A missionary must expect results of 
every kind! 

And of course there were problems. 
The climate proved too much for Miss 
Jorgenson and she had to return to her 
mission post in Costa Rica. “Jephy,” 
meanwhile, was having her troubles with 
the Sincelejo water supply. In April of her 
third year she found herself using the 
same tiny basin-full of bath water for 
three days. For drinking she collected a 
pan of water from the roof during a 
shower—although there had been no 
water with which to clean the roof be- 
forehand! 

That experience made it seem all the 
more wonderful when, three months 
later, the Lord enabled the mission to 
purchase a large old compound with 
adequate facilities for housing, a church, 
a clinic, and a tiny Evangelical school. 
The location was ideal, half a block from 
the central park and, incidentally, al- 
most in the shadow of the cathedral 
clock. There was a wonderful water sup- 
ply system! 

Before long other missionaries, in- 
cluding more nurses, accepted the call 
to Bolivar. Other centers were opened. 
Jephy herself left Sincelejo for pioneer- 
ing efforts elsewhere. 


+ TuE story of Sincelejo shows the wis- 
dom of the nursing method in missions. 
It is when sickness strikes that a man 
is most concerned about his soul. And the 
missionaries were meeting a real physical 
need in Colombia. Good doctors were all 
too few, and clean, trained midwives 
were fewer. Almost anyone seemed to 
feel himself capable of giving injections 
(Colombians tend to self-prescribe in- 
jections for nearly every ailment) and 
results were often heartbreaking. 

The people of Sincelejo soon realized 
that the mission nurses were not hang- 
ing out a meaningless shingle. They knew 
their business. The infant mortality rate 
had been so bad that mothers often 
waited until the actual birth before buy- 
ing baby clothes. Yet the missionaries 
had an almost perfect record of chil- 
dren delivered. 

Of more than 300 babies which June 
Siegfried has helped into the world in 
her brief years of missionary life, an un- 
expected twin was her only loss. I was 
with her when she delivered a child with 
the cord wrapped tightly around his 
neck twice. Had June been an ordinary 
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Wren I trusted 
Christ as my Saviour- 
Messiah, my family dis- 
owned me.” This is the tes- 
timony of many newly-saved 
Jewish Christians. 






Many of these converted Jews, many 
Jewish displaced persons, orphaned 

Jewish children, widows and others of 
God’s chosen people in Israel, Germany, 
France, Belgium, Poland, England and 
the United States are in desperate need 
of material help. More important even 
than their physical need, is their need 
for spiritual strengthening and y 
encouragement in their distress.

was born of the conviction that 
Christians had a sacred obligation to 
proclaim Christ to His own people, the 
Jews, and to minister to the urgent ma- 
terial needs of Jewish refugees and out- 
casts. Often such help has saved a Jewish 
family from complete despair and opened 
their hearts to the Gospel. 
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midwife, that child would have strangled 
to death, but with deft use of instru- 
ments she saved his life. 

Today in Sincelejo it is custom for the 
best families in town to call on the mis- 
sionary sefnoritas when babies are on 
the way. As June walks through the 
streets of the city, she can point out 
home after home and child after child 
that she or another nurse has served. 
People call out to her for medical advice, 
and invite her in for a bit of iced 
guayaba juice or a cup of tinta coffee. 

They always ask her about the nurses 
who have worked in Sincelejo in years 
past—their beloved Aimee McQuilkin, 
Pearl Phillips, Jennie Jorgenson, Dor- 
othy Schulert, Fanny de Gutierrez, Or- 
ella Croft. Sometimes, although not so 
often as she would like, they discuss the 
Bible and the things of the Lord. Al- 
most none of Sincelejo’s “upper crust” 
has accepted the gospel openly during 
the fifteen years of missionary work 
there. 

But that will come. And meanwhile the 
body of Christ is growing up out of the 
humbler class. Already Sunday school 
attendance has climbed to 200, and it’s 
staying there even during the persecu- 
tion. Until the school was recently closed, 
fifty trim uniformed children filed in 
daily to classes in the mission compound. 
At a farm on the edge of town, Christian 
young people have annual camps and 
Bible conferences and sing praises to 
their Saviour. 


+ OF course no one can say what the 
future holds for missions in Colombia. 
Recent events point to an impending 
crisis—but what will be the outcome of 
that crisis? In a country so completely 
in the power of clergy-controlled poli- 
ticians, with that clergy so determined 
to rid Colombia of every taint of Protes- 
tantism, and with entrance for new mis- 
sionaries absolutely forbidden, it might 
well mean the end of mission activity 
very soon. 

Even so, a town like Sincelejo will 
think twice before expelling the mis- 
sionary nurses. And June Siegfried and 
her companion, Orella Croft, who now 
has charge of the Sincelejo station, will 
not leave until they have no other choice. 

Things aren’t easy. It is lonely in their 
big high-ceilinged rooms, and doubly so 
when the mayor threatens to confiscate 
their property and the priest continually 
tries to incite trouble. But they must 
challenge more of the people of Sincelejo 
with their personal need of a Saviour. 
They long to see a second generation of 
believers grow up to live the Christian 
life in all its fullness. There are out- 
lying districts where the Word has not 
yet gone. 

Perhaps, if Christians at home will 
catch a vision of praying more especially 
for Colombia, the crisis will have a dif- 
ferent outcome. Perhaps the door, still 
held so grudgingly ajar, will then be 
opened wide once more, and the loving 
ministry of these devoted nurses will 
come to full fruition.

SEOUL (Special)—If the vision of a

of Peace may soon penet’ into Bam- 
boo Curtain countries by suendard-band 
radio from a super-power broadcasting 
station in war-torn Korea. 

Tom Watson, Jr., former Florida radio 
station owner-manager, who sold out a 
year and a half ago to become a mis- 
sionary with The Evangelical Alliance 
Mission in Japan, has filed a formal ap- 
plication with the Korean Public In- 
formation Ministry for permission to 
construct and operate in the Pusan area 
a 100,000-watt broadcasting station. Aim 
of the radio station, according to Wat- 
son’s application, will be “to broadcast 
the gospel of Christ throughout all of 
South Korea, and to reach beyond these 
borders with a radio signal strong enough 
to penetrate into outlying areas, such as 
China and Manchuria, which Commun- 
ism has now closed to the gospel.” 


Watson called on President Syngman 
Rhee at the presidential palace in Seoul 
and was told by the Korean chief execu- 
tive, “I will do everything I can to make 
it possible for you to set up this station. 
It will be a great help, not only to the 
Koreans, but all Oriental countries where 
Christianity is needed to fight Com- 
munism.”

SOME EXPANDED TRANSLATIONS 


I Peter 4:12-19 reads: Divinely loved 
ones, stop thinking that the smelting 
process which is (operating) among you 
is a thing alien to you, but insofar as 
you share in common with the sufferings 
of Christ, be rejoicing, in order that also 
at the time of the unveiling of His glory, 
you may rejoice exultingly. In view of 
the fact that you have cast in your teeth, 
as it were, revilings because of the name 
of Christ, (spiritually) prosperous (are 
you), because the Spirit of the glory, 
even the Spirit of God, is resting with 
refreshing power upon you. Now, let no 
one continue to be suffering (reproach) 
as a murderer or a thief or an evil doer 
or as a self-appointed overseer in other 
men’s matters. But if he suffer (re- 
proach) as a Christian, let him not be 
ashamed, but let him glorify God because 
of this name, for the time is now, of the 
judgment beginning at the house of God. 
But if it start first with us, what shall be 
the end of those who are not obeying the 
gospel of God? And if he who is righteous 
is with difficulty being saved, he that is 
both impious and a sinner, where shall 
he appear? Therefore, also let those who 
are suffering according to the will of God 
commit the safekeeping of their souls by 
a continuance in the doing of good to a 
faithful Creator. 

Peter was writing to Christians who 
were undergoing persecution. Rome, with 
its cult of the Caesar, took exception to 
the exclusive spirit of Christianity as 
seen in the words of Peter when he de- 
clared, “There is none other name under 
heaven given among men whereby we 
must be saved.” Christianity was striking 
at the very vitals of the empire. This 
persecution was the smelting process 
which was purifying the lives of these 
saints. They were sharing in Christ’s 
sufferings for righteousness’ sake which 
He incurred previous to His expiatory 
sufferings on the cross. 

The fact that they were being re- 
proached for the sake of Christ showed 
that they were in a spiritually prosperous 
condition. The world does not persecute 
a worldly Christian. They were being 
saved in connection with difficulty, the 
difficulties which come to them as a 
result of the persecutions. This persecu- 
tion allowed by God, provoked by Satan, 
was the form of judgment which started 
with the saints. If the saints are the 
objects of such severe discipline, what, 
Peter asks, must be the punishment of 
the ungodly? This being reproached for 
the name of Christ is not only an in- 
dication that these saints were in a spir- 
itually prosperous condition, but that the 
Holy Spirit was operating in them with 
refreshing power. This world is no friend 
of grace. 
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Do the Wicked Dead Cease to Exist? 


There are many peeple who believe in 
“annihilationism.” I cannot find any 


biblical authority for such a belief, yet I 


swer to this question. Will you answer 
this in ~ columns of Moody Monthly. 
—Dr. M. L. H. McM.., Florida. 

An adequate answer to such a question 
really needs much more space than these 
columns afford. This vexing error, which 
contends that the wicked instead of en- 
during the abiding wrath of God (John 
3:36) “where their worm dieth not” 
(Mark 9:48, italics ours), cease to ezist 
and know nothing forever, is based upon 
a fundamental misunderstanding of the 
distinction between “life” and “existence” 
and also of the real meaning of “death.” 

To such, “eternal life” and “eternal 
existence” are synonymous terms. If 
eternal life is eternal existence, then 
death, they claim, is “non-existence.” 
This is totally in error since many things 
exist which do not have life. The moon 
exists, but there is no life upon it, say 
scientists. Likewise an earth might exist 
without having life upon it. 

The annihilationist argument is also 
based upon the meaning of such words 
as “perish” (many Old Testament pas- 
sages, and John 3:16), “eternal destruc- 
tion” (II Thess. 1:9), and “destroy” or 
“bring to nought” (II Thess. 2:8). But 
such words as “perish,” particularly in 
the Old Testament, frequently refer to 
the state of the dead with reference to 
this earth, as those who are cut off from 
it and out of touch with it. Such no 
longer know anything in this respect 
(Ps. 146:4). But this does not mean they 
are not alive in spirit form. Free from 
the body they may be all the more alive 
in this respect. 

Besides, the Greek word for “perish” 
or “destroy” is used in the Bible to denote 
that which no longer is useful, or has 
lost its normal use, as the wine skins 
(Matt. 9:17) which were ruined but cer- 
tainly did not cease to exist. The same 
word is translated in Mark 2:22 as 
“marred.” It is elsewhere rendered “lost.”

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As for the word “destroyed,” it fre- 
quently appears in the Old Testament in 
such expressions as “the land perisheth.” 
This is evidently a figure denoting the 
prosperity of the land as failing. But 
the land does not cease to exist. In 
II Thessalonians 1:9 the words “eternal 
destruction” is the very punishment 
which the disobedient suffer. But cessa- 
tion of existence could certainly not be 
called punishment. It would be a release 
from punishment rather than a suffering 
of punishment. The one whom the Lord 
shall “consume” and “destroy” (that 
“wicked” one of II Thess. 1:9) is the 
same who is “cast alive” into the lake of 
fire (Rev. 19:20). 

Then with regard to “death,” which 
in its real sense applies only to unbe- 
lievers, nothing is farther from the truth 
according to the Scriptures than to say 
that it means cessation of existence. It 
is not “life,” for life is only in God 
through Christ, but it is not annihilation. 

In II Thessalonians 1:9 the “everlast- 
ing destruction,” with which the dis- 
obedient are to be “punished,” is “from 
the presence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of His power” (italics ours). The 
Lord Jesus frequently called it “outer 
darkness.” This is death and it certainly 
is existence, although the opposite of 
life. It is called the second death in the 
New Testament to distinguish it from 
what we call death, physical death, which 
the Lord called sleep—although this does 
not refer to that other gross error which 
some call soul sleep. 

Banishment from the light and glory 
of God’s presence, the outer, eternal 
darkness, the everlasting separation from 
God—this is what God calls death, where 
there is no blessing, no good gift. For 
upon the earth even the unbelieving 
enjoy God’s gifts and goodness; He 
makes His sun to shine and His rain to 
fall both upon the just and the unjust. 
Death is thus the complete and eternal 
separation from all goodness. Death is 
the realm of Satan and his demons, the 
realm of all that is evil. This is not an- 
nihilation. 

That the word “dead” does not mean 
having ceased to exist may be clearly 
seen from the use of the word in such 
passages as I Timothy 5:6, which speaks 


of those who are dead while living. If 
there are the living dead now, there can 
be the living dead in the “everlasting 
destruction,” in eternity. The Lord Jesus 
said, “Let the dead bury their dead” 
(Luke 9:60). 

It is significant that the sects and cults 
which teach annihilationism, and with 
it, that there is no hell, deny the deity 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. Since there can 
be no atonement and no salvation apart 
from the deity of Christ, it is no wonder 
that there is a denial of God’s abiding, 
eternal wrath upon the unbeliever. 

Since also there is a distortion and 
denial of the plain, solemn statements 
of Scripture concerning the everlasting 
judgment upon sin, and a substitution on 
their part of what “the natural con- 
science of man approves as to what 
should be the punishment of sin,” the 
tendency is also naturally to soften down 
sin itself. 

If the death which is the wages of sin 
(Rom. 6:23) is only annihilation, then it 
is no more than beasts suffer, and man 
can behave accordingly, as many do. 

A test that may be applied to all such 
sects and teachings of this kind is, ‘““What 
think ye of Christ?” (Matt. 22:42).

THE WORK OF THE FATHER 
AND THE SON 


Will you please explain the seeming 
contradiction in John 5:22 and 5:30; 
also as between John 5:21 and 6:37.— 
Mrs. M. C., Mansfield, Ohio. 

John 5:22 states that “the Father 
judgeth no man, but hath committed all 
judgment unto the Son.” This simply 
means, in the light of verse 30, that the 
Son acts in a sense as the representative 
of the Father. Verse 30 which reads, “I 
can of mine own self do nothing: as I 
hear, I judge: and my judgment is just; 
because I seek not mine own will, but 
the will of the Father which hath sent 
me,” does not contradict verse 22, but 
simply speaks of such judgment from the 
Father’s viewpoint. One really comple- 
ments the other. 

The same principle applies to John 
5:21 and 6:37. This principle is expressed 
even in the Old Testament. Ezekiel 34:12 
declares that Jehovah God is the Shep- 
herd of His people, but verse 23 declares 
that that Shepherd is “my servant 
David,” who is, of course, Messiah which 
is Christ. 

It is difficult for the human mind to 
grasp the exact relationship existing be- 
tween the Father and the Son within the 
Godhead, or for human language to 
define something so profound and mys- 
terious. These passages show the oneness 
and unity of will and purpose between 
the Son and the Father.

THE RESURRECTION BODY 


Will you please explain I Corinthians 
15:50 with II Kings 2:11 and Acts 1:11, 
the accounts of the ascending up into 
heaven of Elijah and the Lord Jesus. 
With what kind of body did they 
ascend? Was it the natural body?— 
Mrs. E. A. S., British Columbia, Canada 

The words “flesh and blood cannot 
inherit the kingdom of God” in I Cor- 
inthians 15:50 mean primarily that man 
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in his natural, sinful state cannot enter 
heaven. The word “flesh” also indicates 
that he cannot do so by “works,” that 
is, his own works. There is no intrinsic 
worth or merit in man as he is which 
can enable him to stand in God’s pres- 
ence. Since, however, the context of this 
verse deals with the resurrection of be- 
lievers, the word “flesh and blood” as 
“natural” is opposed to the word “spir- 
itual” as the condition of heavenly life. 

As for the ascension of Elijah, nothing 
is said about the nature of his body in 
the ascent or of any changes which 
might have occurred. It is not mentioned 
anywhere else in the Bible. There is much 
that we do not know about the body of 
the Lord after His resurrection. Ap- 
parently there was something remarkable 
(John 20:26) and different about it 
(Matt. 28:17; Mark 16:12; Luke 24:15, 
16), although He could be recognized; 
and there were the marks of identity 
(Luke 24:36-40; John 20:19, 20). 

So in the life to come our bodies will 
certainly be different. The apostle Paul 
in I Corinthians 15:44 differentiates be- 
tween the body which is, as natural, and 
the body which shall be, as spiritual.

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February 15 
Whose Is the Kingdom? 
Matthew 21:33-43 
MEMORY SELECTION: Fear not, little 
fiock; for it is your Father’s good pleas- 
ure to give you the kingdom.—Luke 12:32 


One of the most important Sunday 
school lessons ever presented is today’s 
Scripture, for it deals very plainly with 
the awful peril of rejecting Christ. Eter- 
nal destiny depends on the choices made 
by those who hear and respond to this 
lesson. No one should try to teach it 
without the assurance of salvation in his 
own heart, and an eagerness to win 
others to Him. 

Our Lord was fearlessly facing cruci- 
fixion within a few days. He stood in 
the temple confronting His bitter enemies 
and replying to their attacks in words 
such as no man ever spoke. He brought 
them face to face with their rejection 
of Him, which was (and still is) the 
very essence of sin. 

Their own words condemned them; but 
when they should have repented, they 
became hardened and embittered, and 
deepened ther sin by rejection of Him. 

We suggest that the unit is more 
complete if we add verses 28 to 32 to the 
lesson, for we see there that 


I. Actions Speak Louder Than Words 
(vv. 28-32) 

Church members who have come into 
that relationship by smoothly spoken 
words of professed devotion to Christ 
which do not have back of them the 
reality of the new birth and its resultant 
daily walk of obedience to Christ, may 
see themselves pictured here in the son 
who courteously (and perhaps a bit 
glibly) assured his father, “I go, sir,” 
and went not. 

Such folks need to repent and replace 
their fine words with real heart-moving 
and life-changing action, lest the harlots 
and the publicans go into heaven before 
them. 

There is encouragement here for the 
repentant sinner. Perhaps someone who 
reads these words has rejected Christ 
and is afraid to come to Him now. Re- 
member the one who said, “I will not,” 
but who repented and did his father’s 
will, and come to the Saviour now. He 
is waiting for you! 


II. Selfish Unbelief Results in Christ 
Rejection (vv. 33-41) 

The parable was primarily for the 
Israelites who had rejected the prophets 
sent to them by God and were now 
about to kill His Son, the Father’s final 
messenger. 

The heart-breaking story of their un- 
belief and rejection of Christ and the 
judgment which came upon them is not 
something for us to gloat over, but rather 
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it should move us to tears and to prayer 
for our Jewish friends. 

After all, are we any better than they? 
Are not the appalling majority of Gen- 
tiles walking on that same road of selfish 
unbelief which leads them to the rejec- 
tion of Christ? 

No man or woman can go on selfishly 
receiving the benefits of God, using His 
gifts for self-advantage and comfort, 
turning an indifferent or unhearing ear 
to claims of the gospel and expect any- 
thing but the fate of the Christ rejector. 

Is it not high time that the many 
folk who possibly have no deliberate 
intention to place themselves among the 
enemies of God recognize that they are 
doing that very thing by their manner 
of living. 

Now, lest someone think that this unbe- 
lief of men is the final word in the mat- 
ter, Jesus turns almost abruptly from the 
figure of the vineyard to that of the 
cornerstone, as He reminds us that 


IiI. Rejection of Christ Does Not De- 
feat God (vv. 42, 43) 

“The reason why He leaves for a mo- 
ment the image of the vineyard is be- 
cause of its inadequacy to set forth one 
important part of the truth which was 
needful to make the moral complete, 
namely this: that the malice of the 
Pharisees should not defeat the purpose 
of God, that the Son should yet be the 
heir; that not merely should vengeance 
be taken, but that He should take it. 

“Now this truth is distinctly set forth 
by the rejected stone becoming the head 
of the corner on which the builders 
stumbled and fell and were broken, on 
which they were now already stumbling 
and falling, and which, if they set them- 
selves against it to the end, would fall 
upon them and crush and destroy them 
utterly” (Trench). 

God was not defeated because Christ 
was crucified. Christ will not be defeated 
simply because men reject Him today. 
We who are His followers are on the 
winning side. Those who oppose Him 
and speak ill of His name may appear 
to be the victors of the moment, but 
the judgment of God is yet to come 
upon them, and His Son shall be the 
Victor. What a wonderful Saviour and 
Lord! 

The question comes to those who 
read this lesson about their own personal 
relationship to Christ. Where do you 
stand; among the rejectors of Christ, or 
among those who have taken upon them- 
selves His name and count on His grace 
for victory? 





February 22 
How Jesus Answered 
Questions 
Matthew 22:15-22, 34-40 


MEMORY SELECTION: Never 
spake like this man.—John 17:46 


man 


Jesus was a master teacher. He also 
was unexcelled in the difficult art of 
answering questions in such a way that 
the matter was completely settled, the 
mouth of His questioners closed and the 
most helpful teaching conveyed. One 
sees at once the application of these 
vital truths not only to the day they 
were uttered, but to the problems of 
contemporary living. 

The Pharisees were seeking to entan- 
gle Him in His words (v. 15), and were 
assisted in their hopeless task by the 
Sadducees (v. 23). Their efforts brought 
forth from Jesus teaching that concerns 
man’s character as a believer in God, as 
a citizen, and as a neighbor. 

We learn here that being a Christian 
is not a matter of pious talk, but of a 
heart-rightness with God. Being a good 
citizen is not a matter of speech-making 
or flag waving, but of devotion to the 
welfare of the nation. Being a good 
neighbor is not something to be accom- 
plished by smooth talk or the shedding 
of a sympathetic tear, but by a right 
heart attitude toward our neighbor 
whether he be the man next door or on 
the other side of the world. We note 
first that we are to have: 


I. A Right Attitude Toward God (vv. 
15, 16) 

No man will make any real progress in 
the direction of being either a good citi- 
zen or a good neighbor until he has a 
right relationship to God. 

Though the questions asked of Jesus 
were not asked in good will, they were 
prefaced by the admission that He 
taught the truth of God without fear 
or favor. His questioners could not then 
deny His rightness in placing the duty 
of man to God first (v. 21), and the 
fundamental fact that love for God in 
full devotion makes a man ready to love 
his fellow man as he should (vv. 37-39). 

It is so clearly true that the preaching 
of the gospel to all the world in the 
power of the Holy Spirit is the real 
answer to our problems that we would 
almost think our national and interna- 
tional leaders would give evangelistic 
and missionary endeavor definite prior- 
ity. We are trying to solve our problems 
in the wrong way—working on symp- 
toms when the cause should be removed. 

Sad to say, many Christians have 
fallen into the same error and are not 
engaged in an all-out effort to send the 
gospel of Jesus Christ to all the peoples 
of the world. Let’s get busy! 

Men ought also to have: 


II. A Right Attitude Toward Govern- 
ment (vv. 17-22) 

Some Christians have hurt their testi- 
monies by their failure to recognize God’s 
teaching about their place of responsi- 
bility and privilege in the matter of 
being good citizens. 

The subtle hypocrisy of the question 
in verse 17 lay in the fact that these 
leaders were not interested in knowing 
the truth. They only wanted to make 
Jesus out to be either disloyal to His 
own people because He advocated the 
paying of tribute, or a traitor to Caesar 
because He advised rebellion against 
taxation. 

Jesus’ answer was complete, final and 
unanswerable. Be sure of this: He has 
that kind of answer for every honest 
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SCHOOLS 





question any man wants to ask. Note 
how He clearly and logically points out 
that anyone who lives under an estab- 
lished government, enjoying its protec- 
tion, using its money in trade, etc., is to 
be loyal and faithful in meeting every 
proper obligation to that government. 
God and the things of God must come 
first (nothing less could be true), but the 
right attitude toward God will show it- 
self in a right attitude toward govern- 
ment. 

So we say again, the real answer to 
Communism or any other destructive 
anti-American philosophy is Christ. Let 
us preach Him! 

Now, this relation to God and to gov- 
ernment is demonstrated in a day-by- 
day practical manner in: 


Ill. A Right Attitude Toward Our 
Neighbor (vv. 34-40) 

We have talked a good bit about a 
“good neighbor policy” for this un- 
friendly world of ours, but it has not 
worked too well—and here is why. A 
good neighbor is not one who is seeking 
some “You favor me and I will favor 
you” arrangement. Read Luke 10:29-37 
and you will see that a real neighbor 
does not see barriers of distance, race, 
color or creed. He is ready to help any- 
one, anywhere, any time at any cost. 
It is clear that only a man who loves 
God with all his heart can have that 
kind of love for his neighbor. 

The world does not so much need well- 
written treatises on neighborliness as it 
does for us to win men and women to 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ and thus 
to His kind of neighborliness. 

Let us see that the gospel goes out 
quickly to all nations that they may 
become good Christians, good citizens and 
good neighbors. 

And remember too, if you have any 
honest questions about spiritual things, 
bring them to Jesus. He will give a real 
and helpful answer. 





March 1 


Jesus Condemns False 
Leadership 


Matthew 23:1-12, 37-39 


MEMORY SELECTION: Whosoever 
shall exalt himself shall be abased; and 
he that shall humble himself shall be ex- 
alted.—Matthew 23:12 

Hypocrisy always drew the pointed, one 
might say scathing, denunciation of our 
Lord, and it is just as distasteful to Him 
today. Those who put on the false face 
of piety and religious faith to cover the 
evil pride and self-seeking of their un- 
believing hearts give true religious faith 
a bad name with a world which does not 
distinguish clearly between what seems 
to be and whai really is spiritual. It is 
an awful sin! 

The sad and distressing thing is that 
so many who have little or nothing to 
offer but hypocrisy manage to project 
themselves into places of leadership such 
as the Pharisees held in the days when 
our Lord was here on earth. It seems to 
add to the false pride of their hypocrisy 
to hold such places. Our lesson reminds 
us of the attitude of our Lord toward 
these things. We find: 
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. I. Formal Religion Condemned (vv. 
“a? 

His warning against the scribes must 
have startled the people. In our day it 
would amount to a solemn warning to 
beware of the teachers of theology or re- 
ligion. Think of that! 

These men loved the outward trappings 
of their position, such as the rich, long 
robe with its gorgeous fringes. They 
swelled with pride as they were hon- 
ored by the formal oriental greetings in 
the market place. They took as their right 
the chief seats in the synagogue and the 
place of honor at feasts. If we translate 
that into modern language does it not 
have too familiar a sound? 

Notice that back of all this “front” 
and their long public prayers they were 
cheating widows whose estates they con- 
trolled. What frauds they were —and 
they were proud of themselves! Little 
wonder that our Lord, with His trans- 
parent honesty and glorious humility, 
could not stand them, and poured out 
condemnation in no uncertain terms. 

Let us be wise and recognize that He 
feels the same today about formal re- 
ligious exercises without life, and out- 
ward piety without inward spiritual life. 
Note the contrast brought out by our 
next point: 


II. Humble Service Exalted (vv. 8-12) 

The point of failure on the part of 
man in the service of Christ is the dis- 
position to exalt self and self-attainment 
—to take for self the place and honor 
which belong to Christ and to Him alone. 

Clearly this passage does not mean 
that no man is to seek the honorable 
and useful place of a teacher for the 
Lord. Other Scripture makes that clear. 
But Scripture also makes clear the truth 
which is here stressed, that the great 
teacher is none other than Christ, and 
that only as we reflect Him do we find 
a proper place of service and devotion to 
Him. 

He it is who has set us the great ex- 
ample of service to God: “Lo, I come... 
to do thy will, O God” (Heb. 10:7), and 
“not my will but thine” (Luke 22:42). He 
took upon Himself the form of a servant 
(Phil. 2:7) and was obedient unto death. 

Whoever exalts himself will find that 
God must abase him; it simply cannot 
be otherwise. The correlative truth is 
that the one who in all humility gives 
himself in devotion to Christ is honored 
and used of the Lord. There is simply 
nothing like the beauty and satisfaction 
of a life lived with Christ as Master and 
with fellow believers as brethren (v. 8). 
How that wonderful Master does His 
work and sets a pattern for His followers 
is now presented as we see: 


III. True Leadership Exemplified (vv. 
-39) 


There is in the right kind of leadership 
the perfect balance between firmness and 
tenderness, faithfulness and fellow feel- 
ing, judgment and mercy, law and grace. 
Men rather glory in the hard, bold or 
demanding method of dominating oth- 
ers. The dictatorial assurance and the 
demand of absolute conformity seems to 
appeal to the flesh, but it is not God’s 
way. 
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especially in the family circle, who know 
only a softness which, though masquer- 
ading under the banner of love, is ac- 
tually a destructive and demoralizing 
license. 

God holds to a poised balance. Christ 
clearly saw and condemned the sin of 
His people, and because of it their house 
was left unto them desolate (v. 38). They 
still bear the burden of that judgment. 
But in the midst of judgment, mercy 
was revealed. He had to leave them, but 
it is not for always. One day they will 
look on Him whom they have pierced 
(Zech. 12:10) and a nation shall be born 
as in a day. He still loves them, and one 
day they shall see Him as the blessed One 
who comes in the name of the Lord. 
Even so come, Lord Jesus. 

This lesson gives an excellent oppor- 
tunity to drive home the essential truth 
that our spiritual lives call for a genuine- 
ness which in fine humility and sacri- 
ficial devotion to Christ truly represent 
Him in this world. 





March 8 
Jesus Urges Alertness 


Matthew 25:1-13 
MEMORY SELECTION: Watch ye, 
stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, 
be strong.—I Corinthians 16:13 

Our lesson includes in its background 
the entire twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew, and we do well to recognize 
that when we reach this part of the 
book we are on prophetic ground. 

As Jesus passed out of the temple 
where He had been teaching (24:1), His 
disciples showed Him the buildings and 
called His attention to their grandeur 
and stability (Mark 13:1, 2; Luke 21:5). 
He replied prophesying that not one 
stone should be left upon another. This 
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definite and positive prophecy which 
seemed to be practically impossible of 
fulfillment was literally fulfilled within 
a generation. 

The disciples responded by asking two 
questions: “When shall these things be?” 
and “What shall be the sign of the con- 
summation of the age?” Chapters 24 and 
25 constitute our Lord’s answer. These 
are to be recognized as key chapters of 
Scripture. 

It is interesting to note that our Lord 
here exercised His office as prophet in 
the predictive sense of that word, whereas 
He had hitherto largely confined Him- 
self to the forth-telling phase of the 
prophetic ministry. 

The disciples showed a commendable 
interest in prophecy which our Lord did 
not turn aside or rebuke. He did, how- 
ever, warn them to take heed that no 
man lead them astray. We need a revival 
of interest in prophecy in our day, and 
we also need the word of warning to 
avoid the pitfalls of strange and unbibli- 
cal interpretations. 

Our Lord’s answer carefully distin- 
guishes between the destruction of Jeru- 
salem as one matter, and His own second 
coming at the end of the age as another. 
The story of the ten virgins, which makes 
up our lesson, is a part of His reply re- 
lated to His second coming. 

It was the custom at oriental weddings 
for the bridegroom to go to the house of 
the bride’s father and bring the bride 
to the wedding feast. The ten virgins 
awaited the bridal party outside the hall 
of the feast. 

We are aware that there are various 
interpretations of this parable, but sug- 
gest that the one best suited to our pur- 
pose is that we have here revealed the 
two attitudes toward the return of the 
Bridegroom as exemplified by: 


I. The Foolish Virgins 

It is rather a disturbing fact that half 
of them were foolish. Since Christ did 
not know them (v. 12), they were evi- 
dently professed believers, having the 
outward appearance of real love for the 
coming Bridegroom, but lacking real life. 

Is it possible that our Lord meant to 
convey the thought that half of our 
church membership is in that state of 
spiritual delusion? Surely He was not 
establishing a percentage—and yet the 
equal division of the ten virgins is signifi- 
cant—especially in view of what we know 
to be true in the professing church today. 

Outwardly the foolish virgins appeared 
to be ready and expectant, but actually 
they were guilty of awful carelessness. 
Willing to carry a lamp, they did not 
want to be burdened with the necessary 
oil, possibly for the sake of appearance 
or convenience. 

We need and must have the Holy 
Spirit, without whom one does not be- 
come a believer nor is one able to live a 
Christian life. Is it not significant that 
one of the symbols for the Holy Spirit 
is oil? 

They were alert enough to hear the 
midnight cry and made an effort to make 
ready, but they had no oil and it was 
too late to get it. Here we have suggested 
the awful possibility of self-deception 
and the solemn truth that there is an 
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end to the day of grace. It is a long 
way to the boundary line of God’s pa- 
tience, but there is a boundary line. 


“The door was shut’—never to be 
opened again. Let us warn folk against 
the false “hope” of a second chance after 
death, and the dangerous doctrine of 
universal salvation which comes to us 
not only under the banner of modernism, 
but also that of extreme dispensational- 
ism even within our conservative circles. 
Consider now: 


II. The Wise Virgins 

What a pleasing contrast. Here there 
were lamps and oil in the lamps. They 
may be likened to Spirit-born and pre- 
pared Christians. 

But notice that they too slept (v. 5). 
Is it not sadly true even of true Chris- 
tians that there is grave danger of being 
lulled to sleep by the world, the flesh and 
the devil even while we profess to be 
looking for the coming of Christ? One 
of the marks of a wide-awake, born- 
again believer in Christ is the fact that 
he is looking for the coming of the Lord. 


The bridegroom’s coming took them 
by surprise, but there is no reason why 
that should be true; for we have a “more 
sure word of prophecy; whereunto ye do 
well that ye take heed,” says Peter (II 
Pet. 1:19), “as unto a light that shineth 
in a dark place.” 


But they were ready when He came, 
and they entered into His joy. Surely 
we will want to be certain that we are 
personally ready, born again by the Spirit 
of God, and kept burning until He comes. 
He said, “Behold, I come quickly” (Rev. 
22:7).

couth shepherds and desert wanderers.” 
The amazing thing in all this is that 
the civilization of the Canaanites when 
Israel entered the land was about the 
foulest, most licentious that the ancient 
world knew. Dr. Albright devotes pages 
to this in his notable work, From the 
Stone Age to Christianity, reminding us 
that “goddesses of fertility play a much 


greater role among the Canaanites than 
they do among any other ancient peo- 
ple,’ a statement he supports with 
shocking but overwhelming evidence. Dr. 
Albright concludes by saying that any 
religious fusion of Israel with the 
Canaanites “would almost inevitably 
have depressed Yahwistic standards to 
a point where recovery was impossible. 
Thus the Canaanites, with their orgiastic 
nature-worship, their cult of fertility in 
the form of serpent symbols and sensu- 
ous nudity, and their gross mythology, 
were replaced by Israel, with its pastoral 
simplicity and purity of life, its lofty 
monotheism, and its severe code of 
ethics.” 


If what Dr. Albright has said is true, 
then those who are interpreting the 
Book of Genesis for us in this volume 
have said what is not true, and are at- 
tributing to an origin of extreme sen- 
suality the one great monotheistic faith 
of the ancient world in which the holi- 
ness of God was pre-eminent. 


+ THE most faith-destroying, perilous 
and really appalling line of interpreta- 
tion in the commentary on Genesis is 
the repudiation of the historical reality 
of the characters of this book. Not only 
are Adam and Eve dismissed as non-his- 
torical, along with Cain, Abel, Nimrod, 
Methuselah, and Noah, but Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob are set aside as well! 


The Jehovah of the patriarchs was 
“the fertility God of Hebron,” and the 
sanctuary legend of that area came to 
be incorporated into Israel’s traditions. 
Abraham was the founder of this He- 
brew-Canaanite sanctuary, and when 
the Israelites came into the land, they 
“claimed him as their father.” Isaac 
filled the same role at Beersheba, and 
the Israelites, liking the tradition, in- 
cluded him also in their story of national 
origins; but Isaac was never the son of 
Abraham. 


The migration of Abraham was never 
confidently undertaken “in response to 
a specific divine commandment.” Gene- 
sis 25:19-26 “originally had nothing to 
do with Isaac and Rebekah.” Joseph 
originally was a Shechemite figure, re- 
garded as an ancestor by later tribes. 
Of Genesis 37 the writer says that pos- 
sibly the storyteller here “resorted to 
free composition,” that is, the events 
never took place. The promise of the 
land to Abraham and his descendants, 
as in 17:8, is to be taken as “an ex- 
pression of the natural love of a people 
for its home.” 


Dr. Theodore H. Robinson, at the 
opening of his extended essay on the 
history of Israel, says that the narra- 
tives of pre-Mosaic days should be in- 
terpreted “as tribal rather than personal 
history, especially when they are con- 
cerned with marriages, etc.” Thus, the 
account of the two wives of Jacob, Leah 
and Rachel, suggest coalitions of tribes. 
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+ THE experiences of Israel at Sinai as 
recorded in Exodus, we are told, are not 
“historical.” “Exodus is not a _ history 
of early Israel in any strict sense.” The 
story of the last plague in God’s judg- 
ment on Egypt “illustrates the hatred 
felt by Israel for the Egyptians.” The 
God that Israel thought was at Sinai 
was probably originally a nature god. 


It is very significant that Professor 
Wright of McCormick Seminary, in his 
essay on the faith of Israel, repudiates 
the idea that the Jehovah of the Old 
Testament was originally a nature god, 
or a fertility god. The writers of these 
pages should have gotten together on 
these matters. They go so far as to say 
that the tabernacle, as unfolded in 
twelve chapters in his book (25-30 and 
35-40) “never actually existed. It is a 
product of the priestly imagination.” 


A question must be faced by the au- 
thors of this work: What happens to the 
value of these records that for centuries 
have been thought to be _ historically 
true, but now are said to be only the 
result of the interweaving of early myths 
and legends? We are told that “whether 
or not objective history can validate 
the details of some of the lives... is 
of secondary importance. The important 
matter is that these figures are immortal 
representatives of man.” In other words, 
they are ideal but unhistorical portrayals 
of man as Israel, Babylon, or the 
Canaanites thought he ought to be. 


If this is all the records are, then 
H. G. Wells was right in saying that 
we need a new Bible, for we are in a 
world so utterly different from the world 
of the patriarchs that any “ideals” of 
manhood born only of that age, and for 
that temperament and disposition, will 
not be adequate for this modern and 
desperate hour. But if these men really 
lived, walked with God, were guided by 
God, had a revelation from God, exer- 
cised faith in that revelation, were 
blessed in their obedience and punished 
in their disobedience, and if all of this 
is a record of God’s dealings with men, 
His goodness to men, and the response 
of the human heart to this goodness and 
guidance, then these records have an 
imperishable value. For God changes 
not, and they are then truly the his- 
torical foundation of God’s entire re- 
demptive program for mankind. 


Although. this volume is devoted ex- 
clusively to the interpretation of Gene- 
sis and Exodus, Dr. James Muilenburg, 
of Union Theological Seminary, New 
York, tells us that the fundamental 
moral ideal of Deuteronomy, that the 
motivation for doing good was reward, 
is “one of the chief defects of Deuter- 
onomy. In many ways it was an evil 
legacy . . . Theodicy which saw life in 
terms of rewards and punishments only, 
could not cope with the realities of na- 
tional tragedy.”

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HOW MUCH DO YOU GIVE? 

A missionary at home on furlough was 
invited to a dinner at a great summer 
resort where he met many women of 
prominence and position. 

After dinner he went to his room and 
wrote a letter to his wife. He said: 

“Dear Wife: I’ve had dinner at the 
hotel. The company was wonderful. I 
saw strange things today. Many women 
were present.

A Philosophy of the Christian Religion, by Edward John 
Reviewed by John Mostert 


FRESH and striking approach marks this work on 
Christian philosophy. The writer purposes “to arouse 
an appetite for Christianity, that the hungry man 
will return to the biblical sources and find food and drink 
for himself.” Analyzing the various systems of thought 
which dominate a large area of the modern mind, he shows 
that a dialectic of despair is the alternative to the Christian 
option, and urges men to rest in biblical Christianity as 
the only effective answer to the longings of the human 


This work serves an important function in the field of 
apologetics. To declare to an unbelieving world that 


Christian belief, as based on the authority of the divinely inspired Scriptures, does 
provide a fully adequate philosophy of life is a most worthy project., The author has 
done this effectively. One might wish for an enlargement upon the positive aspects 
of Christianity as a philosophy of life. Considering the author’s apologetical ap- 
proach, however, his method is understandable. 

To the student of philosophy and of Christian theology as well as to any serious 
thinker this book will be of help and inspiration.

A Study in St. Mark, by Austin Farrer 


The author, a fellow of Trinity College, 
Oxford, presents in this volume his theory 
of the “cyclic” pattern of Mark’s Gospel. 
He sees recurrent cycles embracing the 
entire Gospel, and cycles within cycles. Not 
only does he see Mark’s record moving 
throughout to the grand climax of the 
cross and the resurrection, but he sees that 
climax prefigured throughout in the mir- 
acles of healing Mark selects to recount. At 
the outset Mark’s cycle seems to consist of 
two elements: “calling and healing.” Later, 
there seems to be a shift or progression to 
“healing and feeding.” 

He rejects the so-called “Q” theory to 
account for material in Matthew and Luke 
not found in Mark. Again, he finds Mark 
and Paul in agreement regarding the facts 
of Jesus’ life and teachings. 


He observes that the principles on which 
he proceeds are opposed to at least some 
of the principles of form-criticism. This 
observation is undoubtedly true, but there 
are others which are open to question. For 
example, he assumes that Mark’s was the 
first written Gospel done in Greek; that 
Matthew wrote his Gospel later in Aramaic; 
and that the basic reason for these two Gos- 
pels was the prevalence of the two lan- 
guages. Furthermore, he seems to assume 
that some translations are inspired, and 
plainly states that Peter is “the rock on 
whom the Church is built.” Again, in com- 
paring Daniel and Mark regarding the 
phrase “Son of man,” he interprets the 
four great empires as Babylon, Media, 
Persia, and Greece. 

The drawing of parallels and patterns 
seems at times a bit arbitrary. It is very 
ingeniously done, and involves great in- 
tricacy of design because of the very ex- 
tensive symbolism and typology either 
actually present or imagined to be present 
in the sacred record. The book is a volume 
for scholars.

Conferences, by Erwin G. Benson 


The author is field secretary of the De- 
partment of Church Schools, and editor of 
the Church School Builder (Church of the 
Nazarene), with headquarters in Kansas 
City, Mo. He has contributed to an area 
much neglected by the average writer in 
the literature of Christian education. In 
this book he sketches ways of planning and 
conducting workers’ conferences, types and 
kinds of conferences for various church 
situations, fields to be explored in workers’ 
training, and a variety of idea sources for 
the Christian worker. For example, periodi- 
cals, books, and other materials on organ- 
ization, administration, teaching methods, 
and history are listed fully. The last chap- 
ter on spice, quips, and quotes is a de- 
lightful compilation of illustrations suit- 
able for use at these conferences. 

In spite of the obvious usefulness of this 
book, the reviewer feels that needed illus- 
trations of how to set up a specific con- 
ference are lacking. The source material is 


valuable, but one would wish that a good 
index had been prepared for ready use by 
the busy Christian worker.

For 
example, municipal recreation, school pro- 
grams, church agencies, hospitals and in- 
stitutions, labor unions, etc., have all con- 
tributed to the development of recreation 
on the American scene. Of special value are 
the guiding princivles listed for the var- 
ious age groups and suitable programs to 
meet their needs. 

The work is primarily written for the 
citizen, emphasizing his responsibilities for 
providing recreation in his community.

The More Excellent Way, The Scrip- 
tural Basis of the Wesleyan Message, by 
George Allen Turner 


That the importance of holy living is 
woefully minimized in many evangelical 
circles today can hardly be denied. Rest- 
ing upon justification by faith and eternal 
security in Christ, too many well-meaning 
believers fail to realize as vividly as they 
ought that hatred of the stain of sin is 
the best evidence of freedom from _ the 
guilt of sin, and that to be quickened by 
grace is to be sickened by sin. To those dis- 
posed to treat lightly God’s demand for 
holiness, this volume on Wesleyanism may 
well serve as a corrective. 

This reviewer, however, finds himself in 
radical disagreement with the Wesleyan 
contention that sinless perfection, while not 
the concomitant of regeneration, is never- 
theless possible of attainment in this life. 
Such Scripture passages as Romans 7:8-23; 
Galatians 5:17; I John 1:8-10, and many 
others stand in unalterable opposition to 
such a delusive error. Sin is far more ex- 
tensive. subtle and intricate than “willful 
transgression of a known law”; there are 
sins of ignorance as well as of presumption. 
The Wesleyan statement that “human na- 
ture is not incurably sinful and may be en- 
tirely sanctified and restored to the image 
of God in this life” is scripturally unten- 
able. Nor can we agree with the view that 
“purity of intention” constitutes sinless- 
ness. Of course a case for sinless perfec- 
tion can be easily made out if we reduce 
the starry distances of God’s requirements 
to the hill tops man can climb. 

While this book shows a marvelous com- 
mand of scholarship and has many points 
of strength, we must withhold our endorse- 
ment of it because it seems to us to be 
basically unscriptural in its main message.

Aubrey Hearn 


This little volume should convince the 
most skeptical that “temperance” is not a 
cure for alcoholism. The author presents 
the only sure remedy, which is “total ab- 
stinence.” One example after another is 
cited to show the effects upon those who 
indulge in the so-called “harmless social 
drink.” It is pointed out that all too many 
professing Christians see little or no harm 
in such revelings. It is to them and to the 
young people in our churches and schools 
that a warning should be given. According 
to the author, the alarming increase in 
drunkenness is due in part to the neglect 
of our churches and Sunday schools to 
take a definite stand against the use of 
alcchol in any form.

Further- 
more, it contains much false doctrine, in- 
cluding salvation by works, the non-physi- 
cal character of resurrection, and the idea 
that Jesus was not essentially different 
from other men. The unscientific idea of 
spontaneous generation is also advanced. 
A thoroughly unreliable book.

The Scriptures of Mankind, An In- 
troduction, by Charles S. Braden 


Students of comparative religions will 
find this volume (written by a Methodist 
minister who is professor of History and 
Literature of Religions at Northwestern 
University) of interest, as it at least par- 
tially meets a very real need for the be- 
ginner in this field. Other volumes give 
in English translation more or less lengthy 
portions of the so-called “sacred literature” 
or “scriptures” of the various world re- 
ligions. This book attempts to discuss in 
brief form and in non-technical language 
the contents of this literature. 

While direct quotations are given from 
time to time, the author’s purpose is to 
summarize rather than quote. His pre- 
sentation is clear and his style interesting. 
Various chapters discuss the “sacred liter- 
ature” of Egypt, Babylon, China, of Hin- 
duism, Buddhism, Jainism, Sikhism, etc. 

By far the longest treatment afforded to 
any religion is that given to the Bible in 
the chapter entitled “Hebrew-Christian 
Sacred Literature.” The author bemoans 
and strikingly illustrates the lack of knowl- 
edge of the Bible among modern college 
students and rightly says that “what is 
needed is that people read the Bible—not 
books about it.” However, he frankly 
classes himself as one who has deliberately 
abandoned the orthodox view of the Bible 
for the “modern viewpoint” that “the Bible 
is not in its entirety the Word of God,” 
but merely “contains” the Word of God. 

Those who reject evolution and believe 
in verbal inspiration, he classes as “ultra- 
conservative.”’ Much of the space devoted 
to the Bible is given over to a presentation 
of destructive higher critical views rather 
than to a simple summarizing of the con- 
tents of the Book, as seems to have been 
his general aim in regard to the literature 
of other religions with which he deals more 
objectively.

Galatians and You, by C. Norman 
Bartlett. 

The first thought that entered the mind 
of this reviewer upon delving into the rich 
treasures of this little volume was, “It is 
just too bad that material of such a high 
order should be offered to the reading 
public in a paper-bound book.” But the 
author himself, when commenting on the 
gospel message given through messengers 
who have little of attractiveness in person 
or delivery, says, “Be it remembered that 
the wrapping does not lower the value of 
the contents. Diamonds done up in brown 
paper are no less precious than when they 
repose in a silver box lined with velvet.” 
The reviewer's criticism is given only to 
enhance the value of the contents. The 
book is one in the Moody Colportage 
Library series, originally planned by D. L. 
Moody to reach those who could not afford 
expensive bindings. 

The book is a condensation of the prac- 
tical teachings of Galatians geared to the 
needs of the daily life, full of sentences 
that one wishes to underline, and which 
are thought-provoking and demand study. 
The following are a few examples: “Would 
that more of us were as tenderhearted as 
we are thin-skinned, as impulsive in kind- 
ness as explosive in anger. Not a few of 
us need less noise and more poise. The 
goal of grace is not freedom to sin, but 
freedom from sin. God may be using the

It may be rec- 
ommended for the student who expects to 
play only the limited repertoire of a typi- 
cal church service; it is not to be recom- 

mended for the serious organ student. The 
adaptation to electronic organ is by Ellen 
Jane Lorenz and it will prove to be valu- 
able to many. $1.00. 

Man of Sorrows, a choir cantata for 
mixed voices, with music by Van Denman 
Thompson. This gifted composer, who has 
a very practical turn of mind, has done a 
masterful job in unifying familiar hymn 
themes into an excellent cantata for Holy 
Week or Easter. It is especially to be rec- 
ommended for the congregation that re- 
sents choral music that is unfamiliar. Of 
easy to medium difficulty, it requires bass, 
baritone and soprano solos, as well as in- 
cidental ensembles of unison male and 
three-part women’s voices. Hammond organ

Portals Everlasting, an Easter choir can- 
tata, with music by Forrest G. Walter. Re- 
quires bass, soprano and contralto soios. 
This work is not of significant musical 
value; its greatest asset is that it is not 
difficult to perform. $1.00. 


The Anthem Folio. This is a monthly 
magazine which contains from three to six 
moderately difficult anthems for “profes- 
sionally directed choirs.” This magazine is 
probably of less importance than the two 
easier publications of this type by the 
same publisher. Most directors with choirs 
that can handle music this difficult would 
prefer to buy their repertoire in single 
copies. The material is of fair to good 
quality, and consists of standard anthems 
by outside composers which are no longer 
under copyright restrictions, as well as 
original works by staff composers of the 
company. Single copies vary in cost from 
25c to 40c, depending upon the number of 
anthems included. Eight consecutive 
monthly issues constitute a year’s supply 
of music. A single subscription for a year 
$2.25. If ten or more subscriptions are en- 
tered, the cost is $1.60 per subscription. 

Lorenz’s Gospel Choruses. A pamphlet of 
fifteen choruses, most of which have been 
lifted out of a setting in gospel songs or in 
other publications. Not a significant con- 
tribution to the chorus publication field. 18c.

My Strong Salvation, music by Ira B. 
Wilson, introduces the hymn tune “Aure- 
lia” commonly associated with “The 
Church’s One Foundation.” Requires an 
incidental bass solo, passages for men’s 
unison chorus and women’s. two-part 
chorus. Not too difficult; not indispensable 
to the choir library. 18c. 

The Voice of the Lord, music by Ellen 
Jane Lorenz and poem by Herman Von- 
Berge. A devotional anthem, for nature 
Sunday or general use, with no solos. Pas- 
sages with regular note values give the 
effect of chanting. Effective; not too diffi- 
cult. 18c. 

Fortress of the Faithful. An anthem of 
fair quality for reformation day or general 
use, introducing Luther’s “A Mighty 
Fortress.” No solos. 18c. 

Sweet Is Thy Mercy, a simplification by 
E. J. Lorenz of the Joseph Barnby setting. 
The original is an excellent anthem; this 
edition omits some of the _ obbligato 
soprano solo without any large simplifica- 
tion of the choral parts. Most choirs that 
could sing this arrangement could also 
handle the original with much better mus- 
ical results. 15c. 

Unfold, Ye Portals, from “The Redemp- 
tion” by Charles Gounod, arranged for five 
part a cappella choir, by Rob Roy Peery. 
It seems to the reviewer that there is no 
possible value to an a cappella arrange- 
ment of this great choral classic. It is more 
difficult than the original, although it is 
in a lower key. (It should also be remem- 
bered that the original can be obtained in 
this same lower key.) A great deal of 
the intended strength of the anthem is to 
be found in the accompaniment, which 
is completely omitted here. It is doubtful 
if arrangers should ever be permitted to 
go to these lengths in distorting a great 
classic of choir literature. 18c. 

O Taste and See, by Edward Shippen 
Barnes and text from Psalm 34. The simple 
melody has a folk song flavor; no solos; 
devotional atmosphere; moderately diffi- 
cult. 18c. 

Be Ye Followers of God. A setting of 
Ephesians 5:1, 2, 9 by Roger C. Wilson. 
Choir directors will welcome this addition 
to New Testament anthem literature, of 
which there is far too little. The music is 
adequate; requires a bass solo and men’s 
unison chorus. Moderately difficult. 18c. 

Praise God in His Holiness, by Van Den- 
man Thompson. A welcome setting of 
Psalm 150 by this gifted composer. Listed 
as difficult, but should be possible for 
many choirs because of its liberal use of 
unison, some use of modern harmonic se- 
quences and phrasing. Excellent quality.

The King’s Highway, by Roger C. Wilson. 
An anthem for general use, with no solos. 
Fairly difficult, musically interesting. 18c. 

Lead on, O King Eternal. Van Denman 
Thompson has built his musical structure 
around the hymn tune “Lancashire,” which 
is associated with the hymn of the same 
name. — difficult; no solos; musically 
worthy.

Polio Victim Studies 
Moody Courses 





Ronald Kolk, 24 years old, studies the Moody 


correspondence course, Scripture Truth. His 
pastor, Allan Brown, stands by to turn pages. 


BOUT two years ago Ronald Kolk, 
24, began the correspondence course, 
Scripture Memorizing for Successful 
Soul-Winning. He is now finishing the 
Scripture Truth course. Unable to move 
his arms or legs, he studies by means of 
a special stand for holding his Bible and 
textbooks. When ready to take the ex- 
aminations, he dictates the answers to 
a secretary or to his mother. 

Asked why he began to take cor- 
respondence work, he gave this interest- 
ing reply, “Jehovah’s Witnesses and oth- 
ers would come to see me,” he explained, 
“and I didn’t know how to answer their 
questions. Now since I have been study- 
ing these Bible correspondence courses, 
I know the answers.” 

Ronald has a special loud speaker sys- 
tem connected with his church, the First 
Federated Church of Des Moines, which 
is two blocks away, so that he can hear 
the services. By means of a two-way com- 
munication system he is able to enter 
into the discussions in his Sunday school 
class. He is also a regular reader of 
Moopy Monts ty. “The first thing I turn 
to,” he says, “is Dr. Smith’s department.” 

Ronald’s father passed away many 
years ago. His mother, with the help of 
the Polio Foundation, cares for him. 

When the Moody Chorale was in Des 
Moines, the members gathered outside his 
window to sing a few numbers. He had 
tears in his eyes as he expressed appre- 
ciation for the thoughtfulness of Don 
Hustad and the Chorale. 

Although so handicapped, he is buoy- 
ant in spirit, and his countenance shines 
as he speaks of that day when there will 
be no more pain or tears and we will be 
complete in Him. 
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From the Philippine Islands 


Henry W. deVries, who is on furlough 
from the Philippine Islands, visited MBI 
recently. He is a graduate of 1923, and 
since 1925 he has served the Lord on the 
island of Mindanao. 

He was the first missionary to bring 
the gospei to the 50.000 primitive pagans 
in the 200 villages of the Bukidnon and 
Monobo tribes. After four years of patient 
toil there was one convert. The work grew 
in spite of opposition, and today there 
are twenty-eight organized churches. The 
largest is in Kallas- 
unjai, with a mem- 
bership of 200, a 
full - time native 
pastor, and six 
evangelists. Mr. de- 
Vries has’ been 
stoned and knifed; 
criminals have been 
bribed to kill him, 
and on one occa- 
sion he spent three 
months in a hospital after a mob attack. 

In 1941 he preached at Fort McKinley 
in Luzon. General Wainwright was in his 
audience and after the service the gen- 
eral encouraged Mr. and Mrs. deVries to 
remain in the Philippines for the sake 
of the people. This they did, and they 
were later imprisoned by the Japanese 
for thirty-six months. During his fur- 
lough in 1946, Mr. deVries was a Found- 
er’s Week speaker. 

He said, “The door is now wide open 
in the Philippines. We need many, many 
more missionaries.” 

This missionary couple has three chil- 
dren. One son and one daughter work 
with them in the Philippines with the 
Association of Baptists for World Evan-

After graduating from the MBI Missionary Course, he continued his 
medical studies in Birmingham, Ala., Nebraska University, Tropical School 
of Medicine in Antwerp, Belgium, and Paris, France. He founded the hos- 
pital at Karawa in northwest Congo among the warlike Ubangi tribe. 

Since its beginning in 1937, the work has grown greatly. The sick are now 
cared for in a seventy-bed hospital, and between 400 and 500 outpatients 
are treated every day. The latest drugs and medicines of all kinds are sup- 
plied at cost by the Belgium government, which has given its full support

tablets, that he may run that readeth 
it” (Hab. 2:2). 

When Dr. Stirrett finally laid down 
his pen, he was in the midst of translat- 
ing a new book into Hausa, Chapter by 
Chapter Through the Bible, by Stuart 
Holden. Sighing happily, the brown and 
shriveled little man gathered his papers 
from under the rough stones and ex- 
claimed, “Oh, I hope Hausa is spoken 
in heaven!” Then, in his ever optimistic 
way, he quickly added, “Well, some 
Hausas will be there to hear and under- 
stand, even if it is a new tongue.” 


+ OTHERS, of course, have shared in the 
work of translating and writing. Some 
gains are even now being made. In 
Lagos, Nigeria, the Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion is publishing Africa’s first Christian 
newspaper. Called The African Chal- 
lenge, it has a circulation of 21,000 in 
its second year of publication. 

Pleas are even now coming from 
French territories to have this paper 
published in their languages. English is 
taught in all the schools of southern 
Nigeria, but multitudes who do not know 
English can read their own tribal lan- 
guages. With additional workers and 
funds, the paper might also be published 
in Hausa, Yoruba, Ibo and other tongues, 

You may well ask what influence one 
Christian newspaper can have in a con- 
tinent so vast. It is a flash of light in 
a dark picture—God’s own brightness 
glinting on thousands of bayonets fixed 
for a charge against the enemy. Napo- 
leon once said, “I fear three newspapers 
more than a hundred thousand bay- 
onets.” The African Challenge can be 
a mighty force for God. 

Not only these I have mentioned, but 
others have contributed to the slowly 
mounting stock of literature for Africans 
in Nigeria. Still others throughout Africa 
are laboring to put the Christian mes- 
sage into the printed languages of other 
native peoples. But the need is very 
great. 

Africa is awaking to unrest, chaos, na- 
tionalism, Communism, atheism and 
false teaching. It is time now to attack 
the problem of providing Christian lit- 
erature as a main issue, not as a side- 
line. Enthusiasm, perseverance, trained 
men, consecrated money, prayer—all 
these are needed. 

If Communists can turn out four and 
a half billion pamphlets every year, 
enough to supply the entire population 
of the world with two pieces each, what 
might the hosts of God’s people do, if 
they were as earnest?

He made us. Our lives are not really 
ours at all. They are lent to us by God 
Himself. Every breath we take, every step 
we walk, every beat of our hearts—all are 
in His hands. And here is the wonderful 
part: God made us not merely living 
bodies, not only living machines, but liv- 
ing souls. Yet God makes no second edi- 
tions. Every one of us is different. We 
are individuals. 

We are different from the rest of God’s 
creation in a unique way. We possess the 
power of choice. Every day, week, month, 
year, we are choosing. What and how we 
choose makes our lives happy or miser- 
able, helpful or useless, full of interest or 
dull and boring, with God or without 
Him. 

One of the most convincing proofs that 
God made us is the fact that we all have 
the ability, if we will, to lift our hearts 


and thoughts to Him. To use the Bible 
phrase, each of us is capable of “seeking 
the Lord.” 

The fact, then, that God made us is a 
strong reason for making room for Him 
in our lives .. . but furthermore: 

He loves us. There used to be an old 
idea that God once made the universe, 
but then went away and left it to its own 
devices; like winding up an eight-day 
clock and then forgetting all about it and 
allowing it to run down and finally stop 
altogether. But what a wrong conception 
of God this is! The very clothes we wear, 
the food we eat, come from Him. He pro- 
vides daily the things we need. Some- 
times, through the greed or selfishness of 
men, God’s provision is wasted or de- 
stroyed, but that is not His fault. 

There is even a greater way in which

Breaking the Silence ¢ e 


AYBE you're the one to lead testimonies at your next 

youth gathering, ard you fear the results. It’s no picnic to 

call for words of witness, and be met by blank silence! 

Young people can yell at basketball games. They chatter 
endlessly at parties. They need to feel fully as much at ease in 
telling about Christ and salvation among their Christian com- 
rades. Otherwise, how will they ever advertise Him among the 
unsaved? 

You can actually make it easier for them to speak if you 
shine as a leader. Don’t look on your part of the program as a 
duty or a filler. This is your chance, not your chore! The joy of 
the Lord must be visible in your face, in your whole manner. 

You'll have to keep things moving. Give yourself the advan- 
tage at the outset by telling a suitable story, giving a Scrip- 
ture verse, or announcing a favorite chorus. Have choruses or 
apt remarks handy for awkward moments. Chances are that 
if you are forearmed, you will not need to retreat. 


+ Ir you know that you have an unusually voiceless audience, 
see how many will stand and say, “I’m glad the Lord saved 
me!” There is no saved person who cannot do that. The only 
ones who will not respond are those who have hopelessly con- 
vinced themselves that they cannot speak in public. 

Or you may borrow the plan a wide-awake pastor devised 
for a church that he found to be tied in knots. Call for one 
word testimonies. Ask for great words of the Bible and the 
faith. Use “faith” as a suggestion. Words like “assurance,” 
“love,” “abide,” “believe” and “saved” will strike your ears from 
all over the room. This idea may gain you a meeting of sur- 
prising momentum. 

Calling for Bible verses works better with a timid crowd than 
a run-of-the-mill procedure. Let them use their Bibles if they 
have to. That’s far better than seeing them stare at each other. 

Why not serve alphabet soup? Ask for one verse beginning 
with each letter. Don’t limit anyone to one time up. “Q” and 
“Z” will be posers, but not like “X.” For that twenty-fifth 
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e e e By Winston M. Sherwick 
letter accept Bible sayings like “Except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish,” or “Except a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” 

You have been at meetings where Bible promises were called 
for. Why not vary this scheme by asking for commands? This 
is different. It underlines the fact that as God is bound to keep 
His word, we are bound to keep it too! 


+ IF your group doesn’t talk because they had too many testi- 
mony periods that just killed time, ask them for the stories of 
their conversions. If their experiences are living, the glow of 
the first witness on his feet will be contagious. 

One will tell how he was saved in a revival service. The next 
speaker will say that the happy day came at camp. One was 
saved at vacation Bible school; another at home; still another 
at a social. By the time you’re through, you’ll be more joy-filled 
than the participants. 

It was at a singspiration where many recounted their life- 
changing moment that Arney and Clarice were drawn into 
their church. They were newly married, newly redeemed, and 
new in town. They were shopping around for a church. They 
dropped in at Grace Baptist on a Sunday evening,.and were 
invited to stay for the sing after the service. “We’ve been 
looking for a church where they give testimonies,” said Clarice 
to one of the girls. “They’d hoot at the mere thought in some 
of the churches we’ve attended.” 

If you want something ’way out of the ordinary, give out slips 
of paper and ask each person to write his testimony in two 
sentences. Then have each one rise and read what he has writ- 
ten. This will be an ice breaker for someone. It will be harder 
to remain seated next time the routine testimony meeting is 
held. 

Go into your section of the program keyed up and prayed 
up. Plug in on God’s power and let Him have your powers. 
With that combination you'll be able to turn the moments 
of silence into thrilling witnessing for your young people.

AST month we discussed some of the 
problems of growing up physically 
and emotionally. But these are only 
half of the adolescent’s battle. For 

this month we’ve got some ideas about 
what’s involved in the business of grow- 
ing up to intellectual matruity. 

The teen-ager, in his transition from 
childhood to adult life, is coming to see 
almost everything around him in a new 
light, and things that once seemed fa- 
miliar to him are suddenly strange and 
baffling. His friends, his home, his folks, 
his church, and even himself, all come 
in for re-evaluation as he tries to grow 
away from a childish viewpoint to a ma- 
ture one. Paul the apostle put it tersely 
when he wrote, “When I was a child, I 
spake as a child, I understood as a child, 
I thought as a child; but when I became 
a man, I put away childish things” 
(I Cor:/13:11):. 

This putting away of childish things 
often involves a fierce and ruthless de- 
nunciation of childhood in general by the 
adolescent, who is struggling to shed his 
confining cocoon, as it were, and flap the 
wings of adult independence. 

So you who are young people’s leaders 
have especially important roles to fill at 
this stage. They may listen to you when 
they won’t listen to their folks. Don’t 
feel that your main job is to plan pro- 
grams and select the songs to fill up an 
hour every Sunday evening. If that is all 
you’re doing, you’re missing the whole 
point of being a leader, which is to know 
and understand the problems—the hopes 
and fears—your group is facing, and to 
help group members find the successful 
solutions through the Word of God. If 
you do this, you won’t have to worry 
and fret about attendance or growth. 
Chances are that kids will come clear 
across town, unwilling to miss a single 
meeting. 


+ THE best way to find out what your 
young people’s problems and hopes are, 
is to be around when they’re discussing 
them—after the football game, at the 
corner soda fountain, or wherever they 
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Your job as a leader is to know young people's problems 


and then to help them find God's answers. 


like to get together. Are you close enough 
to any young people to get in on such 
discussions? Show your genuine interest 
and friendliness, but don’t try to give ad- 
vice until they ask for it. 

When Bill decides that he can trust 
you, he may admit that he has grave 
doubts as to the authority of the Bible. 
He’s heard things at school and has been 
doing some reading of his own that has 
upset him and made him confused. Will 
you lecture Bill about his folly and ques- 
tion his salvation, or will you hear him 
out and find the answers for him and 
others who have been wondering the 
same things, but perhaps are not forward 
enough to say so? There are satisfying 
answers to each objection, and faith in 
the infallible authority of the Bible is a 
reasonable attitude to assume in view of 
the Bible’s own claims, the attitude of

the Lord Jesus Christ toward Scripture, 
the unity and consistency of the Book, 
and its results in the lives of believers. 

Perhaps at a “hen party” you discover 
that your girls are wondering if high 
Christian moral standards won’t hurt 
their chances at popularity or dating. 
Some of them may be experimenting 
with letting down the bars a little. Will 
you run them away from your leadership 
by lecturing them on their wickedness, 
or will you draw them out in a discussion 
and then explain how God’s plan for 
womanhood has always been the only one 
that assures genuine happiness and sat- 
isfaction, and explain plainly and un- 
blushingly just what His plan includes 
and excludes? 

Now, how about some specific program 
ideas planned around their steps to men- 
tal maturity? Try one on... 


HOW WOULD CHRIST GRADE YOUR PAPERS? 


Base it on such a verse as II Timothy 
2:15, and bring out the qualities that 
should characterize a Christian as a stu- 
dent. Regardless of how high or low his 
IQ may be, or what his feeling may be 
toward the importance of studying, he 
owes it to the Lord to do his best possible 
work at school. Might as well forget the 
idea of winning others to the Lord if he’s 
going to be sloppy and negligent in his 
attitude toward learning. May we urge 
you to use a blackboard. List the qualities 
on the board as you discuss them. 

Acting out situations is a very effective 
method of learning. Get volunteers to 
act out the parts of two teachers dis- 
cussing a pupil who talks a lot about 
being a Christian but doesn’t show it in

Have a committee present a discussion 
of reasons why Christians should excel. 
This is a positive area of truth about 
which the Bible has much to say. Read 
such verses as II Timothy 1:6, 7 (a sound 
mind) ; Isaiah 26:3 (peace of mind which 
should keep us from conflicts and dis- 


his work. Discuss the problem of cheat- 
ing, and why it’s wrong despite the fact 
that “everybody does it.” Stress Colos- 
sians 3:23 and the ideal of doing our 
work as to the Lord and not merely to a 
teacher. 

Ever try having a teacher talk to your 
group? Get one who is well thought of 
and ask him or her to discuss the prob- 
lems of school from a teacher’s view- 
point. Misunderstandings almost always 
result from not seeing the other person’s 
side of things. A Christian teacher can 
do much to show your young people why 
good work at school is important to spir- 
itual growth and testimony, as well as 
intellectual growth.

WISDOM AND KNOWLEDGE 


How do you get wisdom? Psalm 111:10; 
Proverbs 2:6; 4:7; Daniel 2:20 and many 
other references state that wisdom comes 
from God. Knowledge, on the other hand, 
comes from study and the accumulation 
of information. But as knowledge is mere 
amassing of facts, wisdom is insight. 
“Therefore get wisdom.” 

Select two teams of about four mem- 
bers each, one representing worldly wis- 
dom and the other Christian wisdom. 
Help them to use their concordances and 
find in the Bible verses that contrast 
these two wisdoms. After worldly wisdom 
has presented its viewpoint, have godly 
wisdom read a contrasting verse. You can 
do much with this, presenting the two 
viewpoints on all sorts of common situa- 
tions and problems.

God has shown His love for us. We are 
not just animated bodies. We read in the 
Scriptures that God made man in His 
own image. The first man, Adam, chose 
to live without his Maker and left God— 
took God’s place in human life. The 
whole of the Old Testament is a record 
of God’s activities in winning men and 
women back again to Himself. He sent 
messengers (the prophets), but His mes- 
sage of love was refused. At last God 
sent His own Son. When we speak of 
God’s grace, we mean that His love did 
(and does) something for us we did not 
deserve. And the amazing thing is... 

He wants us. God made us, God loves 
us and He wants us—wants us to share 
His love in the most glorious friendship 
in the world. He has a specific plan for 
us. It may be that we have not discov- 
ered that plan, but it is there. Whether 
we be doctor, farmer, architect, nurse or 
missionary, unless we have first made 
room for God in our lives by trusting 
Jesus Christ as our own Saviour, we are 
sure to fail. Because ... 

We need him. We need Someone who 
can do three things for us—three things 
which on our own we can never do. And 
only God Himself can do these three 
things. 

1. Deal with sin for us. On our own we 
can’t stand against temptation. Since sin 
is part of us, until we have asked Christ 
to cleanse us, there is nothing we can do 
to help ourselves until we come to Him. 

2. Show us the way. Each of us is 


treading a dark and uncertain pathway, 
It may be that already we have the un- 
easy feeling that we are lost. We need 
not only a Saviour but also a Guide, 
Jesus Himself has said, “I am the way 

. .no man cometh unto the Father but 
by me.” 

3. Keep us to the very end. On our own 
we can never live the Christian life. In 
the Lord Jesus Christ we have a Saviour 
and a Friend, who promises to keep us in 
His way. Many years ago an old man, 
writing to a young friend said, “I know 
whom I have believed, and I am sure 
that He is able to guard until that day, 
what I have entrusted to Him.”
